But time the medicine of all ſozrow,duntniſhed his grief, the

adazned with vertue then favoured of foz- 
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ſooner by means of the unſpeakable pleaſure which he took in 
viewing the per fections cf his ſon Perierio, and his two daugh⸗ 
ters Euphilia and Perinazwhich Gentlewomen foz their ſingu⸗ 
lar vertues and ertream beauty, were of the Citizens of Man. 

tua wozthily termed the ſepulchzes and tombs of their mother 
Paulinas graces and perfedions, all Mantua judging that all 
the gikts both of foztune, nature, t the mind, wherewith Pau- 
lin was indued in her like time, were buried and intombed in 
her two daughters: neither was Penerio leſle famous in reſ⸗ 
pet of vertuous conditions then his ſiſters , he being adozned 
with melt excellent qualities, and inferiour to no man both in 
perfection of body and ſubtilto of wit. 

Thus Camillo refoycing that he was the father of ſuch 
childzen, therein thinking himixlf to be moft hippy , lived 
with as great content ment as any man might do.

This letter was with all ſpeed by the ſaid ſaid Noblemen 
delivered unto Camillo, who nncloſing the ſame, and bzeak⸗ 
ing up the ſeal, ſon read that which was ſufficient to bzeak 
his heart in pieces, and wozk his death, had not his deſtinies 
reſerved him to defend his daughters honeſty, and free them 
froin the tyzants ontrag ions luff,, thzough his ſage connſel, 
and politi k deltberati on. So that having read the Letters; 
alter he hed lomething meditated u pon the contents thereof , 
he gave the Noiemen anſwer , that foz as much as hee bes 
inna widower could not live being ſeparated from his twa 
daughters and his onne Perieno, he would with his ſonne ac⸗ 
company them to the Court, there doing his Pajeſty ſuch 
ſervice s it might pleaſe him to command, expecting the day 
of his departure out of this wozld leaving not his daughters 
onelp but his ſon alſo at his Majeſties pleaſure.

without all doubt be at the Court with his childꝛen. The No⸗ 


blemen finding old Camillo ſo ready to plesſure Nero the 
Emperour,pzomiſed him to do what they might, and ſo depar⸗ 
ted. But Cannllo calling his ſon Pe:1crio, with his daughters 
Euphilia and Pcriaa to him, ſending a wozld of tears from his 
epes which diſtilling along his pale choks ſtreamed on his 
ſilver hair s, and fetching a long ſigh from the innermoſt part 
his heart ſaid unto them. 

Ah Pericrio, ah Euphilia, ah Perina, ah my loving childzen, 
in whole pzoſperity confiſteth all my hope, yea in whoſe feli. 
city my life is harboured, inſomuch that thzough the increaſe 
of your honourable vertues, J have inlarged the term of my 
life; and now lee ing that Fate o2 Fo2tune dofh thꝛeaten pour 
diſhonour, A doubt not but that - ſhall be overcome by grief 
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to end my aged days, and with a tragical and mournfull death 
hut up all thoſe happy and bleſled heurs which the Sods have 
hitherto granted me. Pe have heard the Zyzants will, ve 
know his luſt and likewiſe pe are not ignoz ant, what ſhame, 
what inkamp, what vt Honour that would be, not onelp to you 
two, Ep uli and Perina, but allo unto me, unfo your Brother, 
pea unts all the line and ſtock of dur race and kindꝛed. Nr hat 
anſwer J have made the Neble⸗men 15 not uninown to any 
of von. But as 1 dv not mean fa de found as good as my 
Word in the leaſt point of all that which J have pꝛomiſcd 
them (2 J am of apini n that 92 cannot bel ve otherwiſe; zut 
thit my tongue ſpate lurthor then it had command from my 
heart, und that mo lips pronounced that which was net in my 
pꝛeaſt concluded. But loving childꝛen, where Luft is a Lozd, 
x Ryot ruleth, equitp and juſtice is expelled ; and where a Ty⸗ 
rant governeth, all is Law th:it he both like. Nherekoze fea⸗ 
ring leſt contradiction and dental migbt be taufe of our diſs 
grace, 5 ſtufed the Tyꝛants Pellengers with ſuch a pleaſing 
and (wthing anſwer. But to be lh22t know, loving child2en, 
that I had rather that we ould all agree to die one death, then 
to condiſcend unto the Zyrants outfragtous and libidinons 
Beltre. 
Peretio having heard his Fathers noble reſolutien. won⸗ 
dering that ſuch courage har boured in his breaſt ho being a 
man of ſush an aged like conſidering that old men are com- 
monly depzived of natural heat and ſo become cold, kearkull, 
and void of all herotcal vertues; amazcd therefoze at his ka⸗ 
thers vertue and rejoycing that he was the ſon ok ſuch a fa⸗ . 
ther anſwered him in this mander Father. the extream ſoz⸗ & 
row which Jconceived by reaſon of Nero his hatnous intent 1 
to dilgrace us with the ſpot of inkamp in demanding my ſiſters 1 
to de flower them, and make a pzey of their chaſtities no doubt 
hd ſmothered my heart and Topped my ſences not ſuffering 
me to utter one wozd, had not the jop which pour noble vertue 
and valiant courage wozketh in me, gotten the ſuperiozitp, 
and freed me from the excellive in jure of ſs3row.Z@yeretoze it 
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it would pleaſe th2 Gods to be fo gractons unto ns, that ws 
might eſcape the imminent ruine and fall of our honcur, J foz 
my part am rei dy to reſign not cnely my liberty, but allo my 
like, and with ranſome ok the cruelleſt death that man map ex⸗ 
cogitate, redeem the honour cf our linage and pꝛogenv. 

Pericrio hd no ſœner declared his reavineſſe in agreeing to 
his fathers relolved will, but Euphiha (though by grief com 
manded to kæp ſilence) uttered koꝛth theſe woꝛds. 

Father, ihe Tyzant can rule the body. but net the mind he 
may thꝛeaten us ſhame, diſhonour, and diſgrace, but ſhall net 
be able to acconiplilh oꝛ erecutethe leaſt of his menaces Cow⸗ 
ards fear the thꝛeatnings of thoſe that would flre, were they 
thzeatned;buf where courage diſplapeth hisEnſigns no mena⸗ 
ces map appzoach. And therekoꝛe ſet the Tpzant do what he 
can; foz his power is not ſufficient to diſhonour cur kindꝛed by 
thꝛeatning us diſgrace, fo2 that we neither fear him, noz all 
his tozments. Foz death, Which the Gods have appeinted, a 
fearfull token to moſt men to warn them to leave their wozlds 
ly pleaſures and to reſign their vital bzceath is unto us a meſt 
week and plectant object, and preldeth us comkozt, being the 
onelp mean by which we may elcave inkunp and ſhame, Death 
therefoze ſhall frz us from the Tyzants intended dillanp and 
tederm onr kindzed from diſgrace. 

Peri, glad that her ſiſter cencluded ſo well to her liking, 
ſaid. 

Father, ſing then that (as my ſiſter hath well declared) 
detzth muſt be our rede mer, J beſcœch por net tg tezment your 
old age with anxietie and grief foz us: and you bꝛother though 
we die, may paſſe pour pcnth in pleaſing reſt. And therefoze 
let my filter and me care {oz this maiter. which toucheth us 
vnely. ond fear not that bp means of our cowardice pe Yall 
reap any dichondur. And. {ing that of two evils the leaſt 
muſk e chc'en. and the greateſt avoived, let me perſw-de you 
to lk to your (elves and avoid the Ty:ants anger, which ve 
are ure te incur, if pon reſiſt his will, and obey not his com⸗ 


mand accompliſhing your pꝛomiſe made unto his Defſen- 
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gers. Mherefoze Father ſend us and wzing your ſelf from 
Foztnnes w2ong;confider your age, which requireth reſt: fake 
your delight, comfozt your ſelf with the pꝛeſence of my b20- 
ther Perierio, in viewing whoſe vertues and perkections you 
map eaſily fozger us, though we were Goddeſſes and not mo2 
tal maids. Do hill both you and mo bzether eſcape danger, 
and my ſtTer and Jg in hon our and renown. Foz we fear 
not the Tezant; hene tozannize where can koz our hearts 
(which will neyec peelo to vice) are of to noble a diſpoſition 
to be conquered by him that 13 overcome vb» his oiva luſts and 
libidinous affect ins. To be hot know, th t neither the vs 
rant no2 all his menaces ſhall be able to conquer us, ſeeing 
that we have death tied at our girdles which hill in ſpight 
of all the ©yzants of the wozld ranſome us from di: tzonour. 
Old Canullo ſæing that his ſon and both his daughters were 
endued with ſuch an haughtie and valiant mind as amen that 
had fozgotten all occaſton of (ozrow, with a picaſant countes 
nance replied. 
| Moſt haughtie Euphilia, and coupsgious Peu 2, J have fol⸗ 
iowed pour counſels, and as you ſee put off all ſozrow : Now 
therekoze attentively hear my counſel, and pꝛepare pour ſelbes 
to put it in execution. My intent is ſuch, that if pe die, your 
bzother and J will not live till mozn; let us ther ekoze diſguiſe 
our ſelves, and to moꝛrow mozning depart from Mantua befoze 
dap. The Gods will favour us, and deliver us krom Nc: o his 
hands ſ&ing that we (as our conſciences witnefſe ) to free

gether. Theſe yoarte hairs of mine, are meſſengers of death, 
and waru me to pꝛe pare my ſelf fo2 the grade: but your gol- 
den locks, and the glozy of your youth fozbiddeth death to ap- 
p2oach, and hall then ye be ready to die, and I that ſtand with 
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one feot in my grave flie from him whom J cannot over-run? 
No no, loving childzen J ſeek nat to live but fo have you live, 
and therekoꝛe yeeld to my requeſt, and live with me, ik ye will 
not have ng die with you,

be molt readie to execute his pleaſure. Ca- 
milo therefoze taking them up by the hand, 
willed them to pzepare themſelves to depart from Mantua 
with him and Pericr.o the next mozning. faking their beit 
Jewels with them, and all their readie Gold. Camillo cloas 
thed himielf like a Shepheard, and Pericrio ( left his father 
ſhould be known ) played the Barber, and ſhaved his beard 
clean off to the chin and apparelled himſelf like a But⸗ 
chers bop Eiptilia and Pecitia, ( whoſe beauty and favour was 
ſuch as could not but be known ſcarce able all night to ima⸗ 
gine how they might diſguiſe themlel ves in ſuch manner that 
they might paſſe unknown. at left concluded co cloath them⸗ 
ſelves like Barket-wcnitn, and ſe ing the wind blew ſomes 
thing ſtronglp, tp ther: by twok occaficy to muffle their fas 
ces with their Handket chiffs,cs it they had the tothach, Thus 
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the old thepheard , poung butcher , und muffled Market⸗wo⸗ 


men, were ſo cunntngiy diſguiſed that no man thought ſo 
much as to dzeam, tgat th:v ſhould be Hir Cannllo, wtth his 
ſon and his daughters. So that they palled not enelythzough 


the City but the C ountep ali, unknown to anꝑ man, Net- 


ther 
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ther did they reſt untill they were ſo far from Mantua that 
they thought themſelves ko be out of danger. Yet they durſt 
not tay in anp place of Italy, foz fear leaſt (earch being made 
aiter them thep might fail infs the ty2anfs hands: and theres 
foe travelled on datly till they came into Spain, and there 
in a lalit arp place where no kind of people but ſhepheards 
did reſoꝛt they built a pꝛetty houſe and bought a flock of ſhey, 
determining ta live ſhepheards untill ſuch time as the Goys 
and their koztune would ſuffer them to return to their coun⸗ 
frey. 

Theſe ſhepheards had nsf dwelt in their now built Houſe 
the ſpace of ſix moneths oz there bout, but they 3 id verfects 
 iearned to underſtand and ſpeak the Calilt an tongue, in⸗ 
ſomuch that the lame Language was az vaſie nato thein as 
their own, Foz there being but little difference betwirt the 
Italian and Spaniſh tongues (which are of near affinitp.) 
and theſe noble ſhepheards being wonderkull witty and inge⸗ 
nicus. it could not be but that they ſhould in ſhoꝛt ſpace apply 
their Italian tongue to the pronunciation cf the Spaniſh 
woꝛds. Foz al the ſhepheard; that in thoſe quarters dell. d, as 
they did marvell at the ſupernatarall beauto of theſe ſt range 
Mcpheards, ſo did they think it a miracle that they had in fo 
ſh ot a time learned to talk with the Spanich ſhepheards. and 
that ſo eloquently and with uch a grace, that maay took pleas 
furc to talk with them, and few departed from theinwiltheut⸗ 
vearing aweypthet which was ſufficient fo taifruc how ant 
their own languaze. In lo much that divers of thei being 
moe cartons then others, when they wont ts tilf with toe 
new Hephcards, carried paper vooks with thein to note up 
luch pyzaſcs as Pericrio and his lifters uied in their talk. Be⸗ 
ſi des the Caſtilian tongue they had allo learned to ply upon 
all ſuch rurall and paſtozall inſtruments as were by tye ſhep⸗ 
beards of that quarter uſed. On Which inſtruments becierio 


plaved with ſuch dexter itp, that the inhabitants thereabeuts 


thought that Orpheus had been raiſed krom heit to Uthe air 
with the agreeing noiſe of his inſtrument, and ts deligyt the 


ſhophc-rds 
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ſhepheards of that Conntry with his pleaſant notes. E b 
and Pcrina, not much inkeriour unto Perierio in that quality, 
vet far his ſuperisurs in ſinging a part in muſick, by reaſon

Foz if J have been ſomething 
rigozeus unto pou, and unnatur allp dealt wich you deing my 
ſon, A crave pardon, intending to become moſt kavour able un⸗ 
to peu ever hereafter. When Lexander perteived the treaſon 
of Sylveria, Which had almaſt been cauſe that hs had lain hie 
sn father, he fell inte ſuch an ertaſte,- th it his fozce farled 
him and his dagger fell out of his hand without his know- 
ledge ; fo2 hs was ſo anzazed of the treaſon which he had com⸗ 
mitted againſt his father (had not God pzovidedthe contrary) 
that he could not feel his weapon dꝛop out of his hand but al - 
together froubled and confounded likes a man that was be⸗ 
refs of all his (ences, went pzeſently out of the chamber, 
and out of his houſe. Felilarde knowing what ſhould 
chance that night, watched foz the comming of Lexander, 


who was no (oner entred in the chamber, but ſhe leuping ont

Therekoꝛe Jex⸗ 
hozt you both to leave theſe familiar meetings, theſe lovely 
Salves, which you gi ve one to another inthe mo2ning, x curte⸗ 
aus god nighta vou bid one another in the evening; alſa thoſe 
pleaſant ſmiles.paſſionate looks and continual winks wheres 
with yon favour one another, will A have you not to uſs any 


longer. 
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longer. And to be ſhozt, J fozbtd yen ts uſe company one wilt 
the other any moze. Pertander hearing his father concluded ſo 
peremptozy againf his bliſs, anſwered. Then kather mv 
102d and Soveraign ik it pleaſe your Majeſty to ſeperate me 

rem the converſati vn of Duches Brun, J beſcech pou ts gire 
me leave to ſeparate my ſelf from the company of all men; aus 
with that he dzew his dagger, and would have wounded his 
loving heart with the ſharp potat thereof, had not his 2s 
ther the Qucen hind2ed his intent holding his arme. As foz 
mc, J was ſo perplercd both at the Rings woꝛds and his raſh- 
neſs. that J fell on the ground in ſuch manner, that the king 
hemſelk thinking that J han been dead, ran from his chair of 
eſtate, and lifted me from the ground, calling Ladp Briſil, 
ſpeak, ſpeak Lady Priſil, young Queen of Albion, [peak but 
one weed. Wut J lap in that extaſte a good hour. All which 
time the Ming, the Qucen, and all that wers pzeſent, (but 
£ſpectally Pcriandet) were ſo grieved that none of them could 
abſtain from weping. The King called, the Qucen haliow- 
ed in mine eares, with a lamentable voyce, and Periander a1 
moſt bꝛeathleſs, being choaked with exceeding ſozrow which 
he concertved , could neither call, noz cry. At length with 
much ado, IJ came to my ſelf, and ſod upꝛight, to the joy sf 
all thoſe that had heard of my miſchance.

Conſider al⸗ 
ſo. how happy and bleſſed that Periandet and 
thought our ſelves tobe, when we had obtaind that with 
the King and Queens conſent and god will, which we feared 
that they would never have granted: but envy the ſozeſt ene- 
ny that wageth warre againſt content, ſvon made a bzeach 
ot our felictty. inte a woful and pitiful miſhap. 
Foz there was a young Knight in the Court called ſir Mal- 
court, being fon to the Earle Dorafter, who was (s in love 
with me (though he had net as pet declared it to me) that koz 
me he had willingly made exchange of all that he had. This 
Dir Maſſicourt having of the contract between us, tok it ſo 
heavily, that he al moſt diſpaired But confidering that arief 
32 ſozr 0 could not pzevail to remedy his harm tk courage, 
and hoped to find means by ſubtilty and craft to hinder the 
Marriage. which he pzactiſed with all ſpeed. Ths Carl his fas 
ther was Admiral of the ſea, by means whereof, this young 
Mnight had great acquaintance with divers Captains of the 
chips of war, and other Milots and ſhipmaſters : among whom 
he had ons eſpeciall? bound unto him named Barſalis, whoſe 
ſervice he durſt implop in the weightieſt matier of the 
wozld, and unto whoin he might Have communicated the 
thiefeft ſecrets he had.

Foz 
Sir Matsicour: being ſomething politick, and conſidering that 
nein mindes ate fickle, and (ubject to alferation, would netz 
as pet di cloſs his intent unto the Pilot, fearing lraſt he 
might have been moved to bew2ay him befoze the time that 
he purpoſed to execute his treaſon. But after he had charged 
the Pilot to expeck his comming to the Haven of Dorer, he 
ſeugbt occaſion to talk with the young Prince as ſoon as he 
inizht. And the next mozning having h-ard that Periander 
intended to ride a hunting, pzepared himſelf, fo mest the 
Pzince as he rode towards the Park. Periander glad of his 
company ( foz there was great familiarity between them) 
and ſir Maſsicourc was wonderfnlly well beloved of him, be- 
gan to be merry with him, and fo talk with him accozding 
to his accuſtomed manner. At length ſir Matsicourt faking 
occaſton to ſpeak of the Dea. J remember (quoth he) that your 
Gzace oftentimes hath been earneft with me to gs to Sea, 
and to ſee what rule Neptunc kepeth in his kingdome. The 
weather is now moſt pleaſant foz that purpoſe, inſomuch that 
if it will pleafe your Gzace now to recreate vour (elf in be⸗ 
holding ſuch pleaſure as the calms Sea can pield, J am ready 
to accompany yenr Gzace ts Dover, where J have a molt gal- 
lant Pinnace, as excellent and fit foz our turne as any Ueſ- 


ſel in all the Realme, 1 thanked him, and ne 
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ta ride with him the next mozrow towards the haven. As for 
as he came to the Court, he told us that he had purpoled to 
go to Sea and asked me whether J would give him leave tc 
be away five ez ſic dare s. And although J was very ſoꝛrp and 
unwilling that he ſhꝛuld go fearing left any miſchance might 
happen unto him, yet leeing he ſo deſired to go, & ſeemed to 
be moze willing then J was, leſt he ſhould be grieved, and 
leave his pleaſure foꝛ feare of diſpleaſing me. 

The net mozning fir >laſicourt being come, their falt 
broken, and their hozſe ready, they rode merrily from the

at ſome Spanith haven, ſeli him to the Pos that have the go- 
verument of the Gallies to be a Gallp⸗ſlave, vut fürſt put off 
his clothes, and apparel him as ik he were one of the Ship⸗ 
voyes; then ſhall we be rid of him, and he never like to eſcape 
out of their hands. Barlalis pzomiſed to do all tbis, and perfoz- 
med no lels indeed. Foz Pcriander was (old unto the Gallep 
flaves, ſic Maſitcour: travelled into Spain and Italy, and Bar- 
lalis upon a certain night, ſet his Pinace on fire, and burned 
all his Mariners ſaving himſelf in a Ship boat, and in a 
Merchants he returned to Albion. Whither king arrived, 
be came pzeſentlp to the Court, and bzought us newes of 


thoſe that we ſo long had withed te hear of. Foz they had be 
wav 
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away ten ntoneths, and though the King had ſent out olbec⸗ 
Ships, and the Admiral himſelf alſo courſed thzengh; the 
feas, pet could we hear nothing either of the Kings o Ad- 
mirals lonne. UWehereby we {uppoſcd that they were dead, 
though we hoped the contrary. But Barlalis that traitrous 
Wilot told us, that as ſœn as thep had entred the mouth of the 
Sa, the winde rote, and ſuch a tempeſt was ſpzead over al!

Pau ſhall therckoze know , that after Bartalis had 
been ſix moncths at home the Admirals fon returned to 
his fathers houle attired ie a chip llave and told us ſuch 
a tale of his wonderrull enture, How he was caſt on the 
ſhoze ſide. with his maft-; ce, and How he fared on the 


land, that not the Ton? ielp, ut all the Conntry alſs 


admired at his hard foxtune But concerning toe Pzince , 


he could tell no moze then ti other traitoz had done, pet 
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£0 give a colour of likelthov, he agreed fo the ſame repozt 
which the Uillatn Bacſaiis had made. And though my hops 
Wag ſmall, yet J tk the greater courage, becanſe fir Mat- 
{1cour: that Arch-fraitoz had eſcaped ſuch dangers and trou⸗ 
bles as he made us beleeve, And how! z2ver my poring hears 
rived againſt ſozrow and grief, yet the Aueen being old 
and weak of nature, conſumed foz verp grief, and dyed. Who 
being buried and intombed. what mon'mag, What grick, and 
gat loꝛrow was made, not in the Court onely, but generals - 
y over all the Countrep, J am not able to expzeſie. And as 
fo; my ſcife though J was deep ſozry fog ger death, pet was 
the grief and pain which J uff red fog the abſence of Pe- 
dlandec, ſo great and ercediung tyat F could icarce think up⸗ 
any other thing, and theref:22the ſooner fozgate the death of 
the Auen.

Xu as we came to the (ea ſide, we elpted a great beat ſa 
Hiken with the wind and bzuiſed with the waves, without 
matt. tailcs, eares, and all ether ſeakaring inſtruments, that 
unleſs this had been ner the ſhoze, thep could not have eſcas 
ped pꝛeſent death: to be ſhozt, they wers in the very ſame caſe 
that pon ven no were.

Me beheld the mags 
nil ent building both vithe place and of the temple, we (aw 
the motT pleaſant Gardens, the ſumptuous towers, the moſt 
wife and diicreet Lady, and many other things that have ſg 
ſts »cn2ed dur wiads with admit: ation and marvel that J am 
nat able to make rehearlal accozdiag thereof, Ws ſaw in like 
manner the mot ercelent and beautiful Nymphs that attend 
on the Lady Felicia, and many other ſhepheards koth nen and 
maids and divers Knights, Gentlemen, Ladies, and Gentle⸗ 
Women that were come thither to have their harmes reme⸗ 
died by the ſage Felicia, who had given them great como 
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in their love and neceſlity / But as conterning us the aid and 
help which ſhe hath done us untill this pꝛeſent „is, that che 
hath kept cur father Eugerio by her, willing us to go unto 
thele quarters, and not return untill we had cccaſion to be 
better contented.

Foz they conceived marvellous 
hope by her woꝛds, and although Polydor Clenarde had been 
in the Pallace befoge, pet they remembꝛed nof that they had 
ſeen her among the other nymphs, by reaſon of 5 multitude of 
the nymphs of the Lady Felicia, whs all of them obeying the 
commanvd2ment of their ſage Lady, are imployed in ſundry 
charges aud divers places.

1; the ſozt, bekoze he had res 
ſolved whether he would reve..le himſelk unto him oz no, but 
pet remembzing that Pharccus ſaid he meant to be at Leon 
within ſix daps, he was the oder. ſceing her he knew to find 
pinnik he concluded fo return with him fo Albion; Inſomuch 
that ſitting down on a bank by the bo pd ſide, began in this 
manner. 
Ah gnfortunate Periander, now mayſt thou well verceive 


that 3792t tune hath ſwoꝛn tobe thy enemy koz ever. Foz bath 
ente rit ſabozned the Traptoz Miihcourt to work thy mi⸗ 
(ery, ud ſo lud the feundation of all £5y troubles 2 Ye being 
cut off and his ville ny veteded ; bath hz not armed ſhy owne 
natucal Father againtt thie-and ſtirred him up to wong thee 
* p right And aow the Goos being incenſed and pzovaked 
fo waath by ſuchimpiety have by their vengeance moved him 
to repent: Hach ſhe not battered the Fozt which Jner thought 
che Honld have been able to incoapozite ? Ah Bail, Briſil! nes 
ver did JI think that Fortune ould have trinmphe> of her 
vido ws in making crnquelt of the nereft thing that touched 
$119 Hea! t , and that Ce ſhould have bzaved me with the tro: 
phies of thy diflspalty. Ah how often was J wont to lay unta 
Foztuns, wien {hs thzeafned me to de pzive me of honour, li⸗ 
ving. reuobon, vca life end all, that none of all that was mine, 
thintzing that I might claime nothing pzoperly to be mine, 


but 
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[oft thy love, faith, and lopalte; net caring fo loſe the whole 
wozlo ſs J might enjoy thee, whom J thoughf that neither 
alteration of time, noz diſtance of place,noz mutation of ms 
ners noꝛ change of eſtate, noz any thing what gever either 
hell oz foztune might pꝛocure, could have withdzalon it on! 
Periander. In her was my mind fixed mp hope plantedendall 
my confidence ſeated; ſting therefoze that koztune hath been 
able to make conqueit of her, J am conſtrained to conkelle 
and acknowledge that ſhe can do what ſhe will, and that we 
map not ref her pleaſure. 

Inſomuch that J ſtrive againff the ſtream, and caſt ſfones 
againſt the wind, in oppoting mp ſelf againſt foztune ſecing 
ſhe hith vowed my utter ruine, and will bzing her will to 
paſſe. The athes of the old Phoenix bzedeth the new, and 


with me the end of one miſfoztune is the beginning of ones 


ther. How can A then hope ever to injop content, ſeeing 3 
never had happy hour? if foztune loketh on me ſhe lowzcth, 
ik ſhe turneth her face from me, ſhe thꝛeatneth me, ik ſhe re. 
member me ſhe is inraged at me and if ſhe ſmileth. ſhe flatts- 
reth: whether dillembling te wzeak her anger and ingraft her 


ſpight againſt me whom ſhe could never bzok. Pet Yeriande: 


how ganft thou ſo greatly complain ot her, leeing th it ſhe ſo 
kavoureth the, that thy father, who was thy koe, is now be⸗ 
come thy friend ; thou that wert but a Kings ſon, art now 


when thou wilt a King; and where thou didſt live in impꝛi⸗ 


ſonment, in exile, and miſerp, maiſt now live in Teurt, in li⸗ 
berty, and in all the pleaſure of the wozld? No, no fond fol, 
foztune doth not this, but the juſt Gods, and if ſhe be any caule 
of it the doth it onely thereby to entice me to become as dilloy⸗ 
all as Briſil, and ſa whollp to vanquiſh and overcome me. Wu: 
ns, thengh J have acknololedged her to be never ſa puiſſant, 
pet ſhe ſhall not make conqueſt of my fidelity, noꝛ bꝛag of my 
diſlopalty, ſe ing, J will not, noz may give over the love of 
Briſilʒand though ſhe neglect and hate me, yet will J love and 
honour her till death. 
After Periander had thus lamented the loſſe of the love of 
2 Brifs} 
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Brit, he determined to go to the City Leon to meet with Sir 

Ph arclus, and with him to return to Albion, intending ts live 

there and enjoy his Fathers Crown but never to love any 

but Brit oz to knit himſelke in marriage toanyether. And 

reſolyed to take his journey by the lame village where he left 

Brin, meaning toſpeak with Malerena, and te leave a Letter 

with her fog Brei, as he had done bekoze: in which Letter he 
pur poſed te let Briſa know of all that which he had learned of 
P:.c1us. wohm he found and leſt in the wod. Ye intended al- 
ſo to Wüte a Letter to Veculca, and to let him know as much, 
pꝛoteſting that ik hee would come inte Albion when hes were 
Crowned, he would give him the Dukedome pertaining unts 
Beni in marriage with her and doe him all the hon our that a 
Monarch might do to any of his Peers, ſeeing that Briſil made 
ſuch account of him. In this mind Periander returned ſecretly 
unto the village where he had ſojourned with Briſil, and chan⸗ 
ging his attire, apparelled himſelfe in mans cloathes. accozd- 
ing to his ſex and nature. And being come to the village be 
twke his lodging in a ſhepheards hsuſe, where h thought he 
was leaſt of alt known. When he had entred into the houſe; 
and canſedſupper to bo made ready, he asked one of the ſhe p⸗ 
heards daughters, whether they knew not a certain ſchephear⸗ 
deſſe called Malorena, (foʒ he theught to have ſpoken with her, 
and to know of her how Petulca end Briſil were moved at his 
departure, * fe leave the Letters which he purpoſed to wzite, 
with her, to deliver them to Brit and Peculca)wherewith they 
were halfe angry thinking he did it to hade occaſion to ſpeak 
ill of the maids ans ſhepheards of their country, and therefoze 
gave him this anſwer. We knew her, but fo well, and ik we 
thought pon were one of her favouritee, pou ſhonld have but 
Had lodging here. Parden me (fair chephesrds, replied Perian- 
der )if J offend againſt my knowledg,foz the cauſe that J ask 
fo2 her is that J am her conftn, + have net ſen her this great 
While: J as pet have never heard anv ill of her, no; ever knew 
any thing by her, but that ſhe behaved her (elf as a maid of her 


calling ought to do, — (quoth ths thepheards wife) we 
perceive

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perteibs thee to be but a ranger here, and therefoꝛe to be er 
caſcd;fs; as you ſay ſhe was famed foz une of the moſt modeſt 
maids of the whole country, but now cf late te hath commit. 
ted great villany againſt two of the lopalleſt lovers that ever 
the wozld harboured. And thus the gd wife declared the ſum 
of the whole matter unto ycaiander, how all things were paſ- 
ſed:which ſo altered his affections, that all they tht were pꝛe⸗ 
ſent could perceive that he was moved thereby. Pet leaſt he 
ould bewzay who ho was, fozced himſelf as muchas he could 
to abſtain from ſighing oz weeping til he was alone, at which 
time he poured fo2th whole flouds of tears cut cf his eys, fop 
griet that he had ſhamekullp ſuffered himſelf to be de luded by 
Malorena, and thereby bzought himſelf into all theſe mileries. 
where otherwiſe he ſhould have ben the happieſt man that li⸗ 
ved. Neverthelelle when he had heard what moan Brti! had 
made fo2 his ſudden departure, and how that ſhe was gone to 
ſ&k him he was jopkull and glad accsunting moꝛe of her Love 
and loyalty then all other things whatſoe ver. Thus Pcriander 
both ſozry and glad, wiſt not what he might belt do, to ſe k fox 
Briſil. oʒ to go to Leon firſt andſpeak with Pharelus. But con⸗ 
ſidering, that it were a meſt uncertain voyage, and doubtſall 
labour to ffray after her, he concluded to goe to Pharcius firff, 
and with all (pede to returne to Albion, where after he were 
crowned Ring he doubted nof, but that ſhe would come unto 
him aſlſ on as ſhe ſhould be inkozmed thereof. Beſides, he pur. 
poſed to ſend ſo many ta enquire after her, that in defpight sf 
Foztuae,he ſhould hear cf her, oz ſhe of him, eſpeci2lly ſœ ing 
hs ſ-ught foz him which was the chteteft point that encoura- 
ged Pc.iander, 

V therefoze having his head full of Bees, and bmilding ca⸗ 
ſtles t.1 the aire,l:pt . little thit night and riſing betimes in 
the mezning, tok leave cf the ſhepheard, paying and diſch.r- 
ging that which could be asked fo2 his lodging and entertains 
ment departed towards the City Leon, where he arrived two 
days after p harclus. 
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Hew Periander diſcovered himſelt to Pharelus, and departed with 
nim towards Albion.

9 foz him, vet hee ) had ſuch good luck and 
koztune, that walking in the Parket⸗ 
place, hee eſpied Pharclus talking with

ning. Sir Knight the cauſe of my comming unto pau, being 
n1known is this. About two d. s ago, J met with a certain 
hepheardeſſe, who told me that ſhe underftod of vou, that you 
ought fo2 the King ef A bions ſonne that was impziſoned in 
g, and bzeaking fozth ran away as ſome ſay with the Rings 
Daushter, though others rather think without her. And koz 
an much as J have heard ſome certainty concerning this 
young Paince,where he i⸗ r other matters touching a certain 
Dutcheſs that ſhould be his wife oz alliance, J thought god to 
ict you know ſo much as J have heard. But ik it will pleaſe 
yer to go with me half a mile without the City, J will lead

Sir Pharclus hearing 
this veung man(as little thinking that he ſhould be periander,

t. ei!» koꝛ the hope hee had to find »criander ; and pꝛoſentlp 
without returning to his lodging, hee went with him out of 
the City towards the place he ſpake of. »criander ſeeing Sir 
-ha:clus ſo merry foz the news he had bzonght him, and lo rea⸗ 
by to nog with him, conceived great joy that he had ſo friends

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iy aſubjed;and leading him out of the City, when he came in⸗ 
to a cloſe ſomethiug far from any honſe, where he thonght he

ing ſo far with him det when he heard him lpeak of his heing 
Ning of Albion perceived that it was Per ander himſell, foꝛ joy 
Whereok, he could ſcarce ſpeah, bu: falling down on his knees 
craved pardon ef Periander foz his ill remembzance. But Po 
riander imbꝛacing him, tk him up by the hand and thanked 
him foz his lopal (er vice, ſaping that he was lo mindful of him 
that he (ould be beholding nnfo him fo2 ever. Fo2(queth he) 
how may J find kault with thyremembzance »harclus, ſœing 
thou daily takeſt ſuch care about me and ſuffcreſt ſo much fotl 
to ſeek me? As foz the out ward remembꝛance, which confi- 
ſteth encly in the favour and colour of the face ſe ing the ſame 
is by continuance of time changed and altered, tf is a hard 
matter to bear memoꝛp theres, eſpectally when it is eſtran⸗ 
ged with unacquainted and range attire. Oz elſe no doubt 
Pharclus, but yon that think on me dayly would have known 
me, not onely when J came to you in the market⸗place of 
this city Leon but alſo when you feared to wake me in the 
wood, where we were ſo frangely ſeparated one from the o⸗ 
ther, J know not by what miſchance but that (the Gods bs 
thanked it Happened greatly to my comfezr, 

Merewith periander infozmed plarclus of all whatſoever 
had hapned unto him, fince his departure from Albion, and 
alſo of Briſils comming unto him in the pziſen, her deparcura 
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with him, thetr abode, and manner of abode ameng the ſheps 
deards: and laſtly of Briſil; Laff departure, greatly lamenting 
her abſence, making great ſozrow foz her, that ſhe now went 
aſtray up and down thzough the unknown and lolitary places 
of that deſart part of >pain ko (eek him. Pharclus glad fo under 
and the whole matter, though grievoullp ſozry koz the Dut⸗ 
shes Brilils miſhap, comiezted Periander by all tha mean he 
could hoping by that they bad been in Alb:on but a moneth oz 
twain, they ſhould hear of her. 

Ahen Periander and Pharelus had a long tune talked of all 
matters concerning their return to Albion, thep went back te 
the City again, where ther met with thoſe whom plutelus gry 
pected that day; wg being come accozding to his appointmet, 
each told as much as hs had heard c:ncerntag Periander, which 
was but little: nevertheicſſs he thanked them all foz their di⸗ 
ligence and induſtrp, telling them that hee had better newes 

imſelf, and inch newes that he minded to return into Albion, 
where he doubted not. tut that he (ſhould find Periander, ik the 
Gods would be (0 fa vourable as he hoped; but would leave 
them to inquire and lee k foz the Dutcheſs Baiſil, who was ſomes 
Where in that part of Spain where they were. The m̃en glad to 
ſe their aſter ſo frelick and merry foꝛ the gov nws wh ich 
he had heard, pzomtſed that they would do as much as lay in 
their power, accozving to their duty, and as they hid already 
done. But marvelling what young man he was that ſtod by 
their m-\{ter(fog they had never ſoen Periander to their knows 
ledg) asked their maſter, whether that young man had brought 
him thoſe happy tidings? Pharus unwilling that they ſhould 
know that he was Periander, told them that he was ſo, and that 
he would lead him into Albion with him, to the end that if his 
newes were true, he might reward him accozdinagly as he ve- 

ker ved. | 
But yharelus ſpeedily appeinting them what way each 
ſhould take willed them to make diligent ſearch fo2 her aCu- 
ting them that ſhe was in thoſe parts, and that the ſame young 
man that was by him had ſeen her not long bekeze, being ap⸗ 
paretied 
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parelled like a ſhepheard and countrex maid. Befides he 
charged them to tell her if they met her , what was paſſed in 
the Court of Albion befoze their departure, and that ſithence 
the ſaw Periander laſt, that he hath been at the village where 
he left her, and there been inkozmed of the deceitkulneſſe gf 
Bergama, of her own kaithfulnelle and loyalfy , and ef all o⸗ 


ther matters concerning the traitreſſe Malorena; and that he 


is either in Abion, o2 ſhoztly ſhall bs, where he will expect 
her comming. Yerewith Pharclus diſpatched them all, and 
leaving them each one to lok tohis charge, pꝛeſently repair⸗ 
£d to his lodging with Periander, Where they refreſhed them⸗ 
ſelves being both hungry and weary. Their repaſt being ta⸗ 
ken, they took directons foz their readieſt wap towards the 
Haven cf Lisbone, intending there to take ſhip. And ſo de⸗ 
parting from Leon, they travelled along the river Ezla, lea. 
ving the village where Pcriander had ſofourned with Briſil on 
the left hand, Where we will leave them geing on their 
ſournep, and rekurn to Brill. whom we left rehearſing the hi⸗ 
ſtoʒy of her life, to the ſhepheard Petulca and Philorcnus, with 
the ret of their company.

MN unto Marcciio and Iimenia, who walked, hee with his 

Aicida, ànd hs with her Lex ander, and they being come un⸗ 
to her, che told them of Phiforcnus his intent, which they 
unowing, ſale down by Brin and Pernica, with the other ſhep- 
heards, making ſilence, leff they ſhould interrupt Philorenus 
915 purvoſs. who began in this manner to latisfis their expec⸗ 
kation. 

J was bozn in a little dillage called Y ervedra in the kings 
39! . of Arggonzmp parents were pm2 and of baſe linage, and 
le: d their lives altogether in tze Cauntrp, their name oz kin⸗ 
dꝛed being of na honour oz kame fo? novility of diſcent though 
they were known and {poken cf in places farre from them, 
though the whole Kingdame of Aragon fvz their vertue and 
bonefty. As koztune had enrichedthem with miny kair poſ- 
ſellions, ſo nature had beautified their perſons with comelt- 
neolls, and the Gods indued their minds with che heavenly ins 
Encnce of wiſdome ifberalltty, madefFy, gentlenelle, chaſti⸗ 
f'y, and manp other vertucus qualities, which made them (as 
110113 above all their neighboͤurs, But Fo2tuae who conti⸗ 
nuallp envieth the hap ef thoſe that be moſt addicted to pitty, 
either willing to try the perfection of their vertusus conftt- 
*ntion, oz rather intending to overthzow fheir honeſt diſpo⸗ 


ſitien 
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ſition, began fo lowze and frown on the good and luckie cffat® 
in which my father and mother lived, having ſteze of wealth, 
and no other charge but me: J being about two oz thzee years 
of ige. F03 if happened that occaſion of Mars and Diſcozd 
„wing betweene the Kings of Aragon and Caſtile,both their 


Armies were encamped by our vill:ge, inſomuch that my fa- 


ther and moſt of his Neighbours, to avoid the loſe they were 
like to ſuſtain by ths incurſion of their enemies, thought belt 
to leave their country habitation til the times changed and to 
ſojourn in ſome of the next Cities until the wars were ended. 
To bzing which thing to paſſe, my father ſperdilp travelles tos 
wards ths City Targonna, there fo pzovibe ſome houſe ko; his 
wife and him. there to expect the end ok the pzeſent froubles, 
intending, ik he could find any convenient place foz his pur 
poſe, to return home and fetch my mother and me with the ret 
of the family. But within one day after his departure, it hap⸗ 
pened, that the two armies buckled together, and the ene⸗ 
mie becomming victozious, purſued our Ring that fled with all 
bis Nobility thzough our Aillage, to ſave himſelf in the afoze« 
ſaid City of Targonna, ſù ing his Campe was diſcomfited. his 
chiefeſt Captains ſlain and all his @vuldiers chaſed by the e⸗ 
neny, and put to their ſhifts, having mozs hope in their heels 
then in their hands, Inſomuch that the whole Army of the N. 
of Caftile ſwarming about our Uillage as a company of 13&s, 
pillaged and (poyled all the heuſes and farms taking the chiefs 
eft farmers and husbandmen foz their pꝛiſoners, ſetting them 
each one at ſuch a rate oz ſum of money foz their ranſome, as 
they thought them able to pay, act oꝛding to the ſubſtance any 
wealth which they judged them to have. 

Among ths reſt, one of their Captains entering info our 
h-uſe, and asking foz my father, the maids anſwered, that hee 
was in the City: but he net beleeving them, ran into all co2- 


ners of the houſe,to ſe whether he were not hidden in ſome ſe- 


cret place; and as he ranged up a dow thzough all the cham 
bers, at length he found my mother lying under one of ö ſhep* 


beards beds, and pulling her _ by the hand, when he ſaw the

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decent p2opoztion of her body, the comlineſſe of her face, any 
gravity of her countenance, he was on the ſuddain ſo ſnared N 
in the net of fanſte. th.£ he felt himſelf net a conquerdur, but 
tonquered; and ſpake unto her in this ozder. Beautikull Ma⸗ 
fron(fo2 J perceive veu are the Biſtreile of this houthsld\the 
pleaſant weapons wherewith you fight hath given me ſuch a 
thing wound, that although it hath penetrated the verydepth 
of my heart, and yelded me thy captive whereasJ was in the 
naͤmber af thoſe that this day boaſt of victozy,yet J am foꝛced 
to conkeſſe that foꝛtune hath not a little favoured me, in that 
was my hap to be overcome by ſo ſweet an enemp as your 
ſelf. Fear not thercfoze lwert, feꝛ Jam not come hither to do 
ches oz thy family any wrong, but to do the pleaſure and ſer- 
dice. Wiherewtth he eſpping his ſouldiers buſie with raping 
and pllkering, pocketing, and bagging up ſuch things as they 
liked belt, commanded them to ceaſe, and to ſ&k their bvtp 
elſewhere and appointing ſome of them to free the houſe from 
the incurſions of other captains and ſouldiers, he returned 
unto my mather, Who could not fuffictently lament our miſ- 
toztune, that ws were not by my father in the City,not regar⸗ 
ding the loſſe of all her goods, but the danger unto which her 
honeſty was expoſed. The Captain therekoze perceiving her 
ſo greeved, began again in this ſozt to comkozt her. 1Bzave 
dame, J beſeech you do not afflict your ſelf, ſer ing you have no 
cauſe. foꝛ where vou ſe among peur netghbours not one el⸗ 
cape the fury of the ſsuldier, who ſpoileth them of all the ſub⸗ 
{kance, of their jewels, of their cattell, at their beaft#,of their 
deareſt ho uſhold⸗ſtuſt, burneth their houſes, and taketh the 
Matrons pziſoners, and plagueth them with all kind of war⸗ 
itke injury; you contrarilp have not ſo much as a bʒ oom ⸗ſtaſt 
removed out of pour honſe, And although pour husband 
were here, as it ſcemeth he is not, pet chould he not have one 
hair of his head impaired. Foz whatſoever J pꝛomiſs I 

ſwear unto you by the faith of a Gentleman and ſouldier, 

that J will perkoꝛm no leſle. And therefoze J pꝛap pon ceaſe 


from weeping and waſh not your cheeks with your lates 
no 
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net your ſelk in water which is pzocured with ſo much griet. 

All this could not perſwade my wofull mother to give over 
her ſozroto, oz toaſſwage her grief ; foz ſhe well knew that 
when the Spzens ſing moſt (weetly, they intend moſt harms; 
that when the fowler whiſtleth moſt pleaſantly, he wiſheth the 
birds moſt miſery; and that the for never pꝛaiſed the hens but 
when he aͤimed at the cock, and ſo did ſhe moze then misdoubt 
that theſe wozds of the captain tended to no other purpoſe but 
to crop the bloom of her Yoneſty, and to become Lo2d of her 
"Zeauty. 

The conſideration of thisſo overwhelmed her with exceed 
ing ſozrow, that ſhe ceaſed not from weeping foz all the Caps 


tains pzattle, no2 would ſhee give him one woꝛd in anſwer to 


his ſayings. Nevertheleſſe hee boze her frowardneſſeſo pati⸗ 


ently,that be changed not his fozmer tune, but rather continu · 


ed in his (weet and mild ſpeeches,trying by all means hs could 
ts aſ(wage her dol our, and to pʒovoke her to accept of his ler - 
vics and friendſhip,uſing her ſo tourte oullp, that he ſeemed ras 
ther to be ſome eſpecial friend then deſtroping enemy. Foz 
though my mother well marked the cauſe which moved him 
to uſe ſuch favourable enmitie, and eſpied that he was caught 
in the ſnare of her beauty.yet could ſhe not ſufficiently wonder 
at his madeſty,wherewith he ſought to cover and cloak his dil⸗ 
caſe ; fo2 though he revealed it unto her at the fir ſt, pet he did 
not ſo mach as offer her the leaſt diſgrace in the wozld neither 
by wozd noz deedz 

In the mean while the King of Caſtile (who in pꝛoper per⸗ 
ſon had purſued his enemy our Ring, who having reached to 
the Mals of the Cite. was freed by the help of the Cannon, 
which fozbad the enemy to appꝛoach near) returning againe 
thzough our village, being weary,and ſeeing no houſe that li⸗ 
ked him ſo well as ours { foz the moſt part of our neighbours 
houſes were burned) lighted from off his hozſe, and entred in⸗ 
te the Ball, where he kound the Captain by my mother, who 
wept ſo bitterly, that it might have moved an? heart to cent» 


paſſion, But the King 7+ to ſee her in ſnch a wofui! 
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tale, and yet marked that her houſe was ſo trim and all things 
In as god o2der as if no ſouldiers had been near it, asked the. 
Captain what þ woman atled I ſozry of þ Rings coming, pet 
ſ&ing there was no remedy fith it chanced ſo, made this ans 
(wer. Dzzad Doveraitga(qd. he) it was my hap f3 light on this 
hanſe , where at my entry, J found this Patron being mi⸗ 
Arelſc of this family , and beholding her beauty and modeſt: 
plight, J fozced mp (elf fo give over the rigozous manner 
of war, and to uſe her accezt ing to her deſerts, wiſe gra- 
bity and comely grace hath pꝛiviledged her from the inry of 
my {ouldters, inſomuch that they have not by mee bene al- 
lowed to do hor the leaſt danger that map be. Yet notwith- 
{fanding doth ſhe weep and make ſuch grief as if ſh? were 
wozſe uſed then all the reſt of her neighbours, that have not 
pnely loſt their gods but alſo their husbands and childzen,vea 
and their honeſty being violated and raviſhed by the common 
mercenary ſouldiers. Therekoze mighty conquerour, what 
ſs apleth 82 what cauſe (he hath to take on in this manner, 
it paſſeth my divination to conjecture, Why then (quoth the 
King)I pꝛap thee yeeld over thy captive unto me, and J will 
give thee two ol ß chiefeft noblemen captives of then. ola. 
gons, that A have taken in this flight, in lieu of her: and let me 
try whether J cannot find better means to flake her grief and 
P39cure her ſolace the thou haſt don. As they were buſte about 
changing of captives,news was bzonght 5 the enemy flocked 
out of the City being an huge and mighty company,marching 
toward the place where he was; whereat the King amazed, 
xanſed the chiefeſt Marſhal of his army fo call up the ſouldi⸗ 
ers and to place them in battell arap to withſtand their ene⸗ 
mp, but all in vain; foz the ſouldiers ſtraped ſo wide to ſk 
their boote, and to benefit themſelves with the ſpeil, that if 
they had not in time plaid ſcampado, they had heren every man 
Hain. Which the King perceiving, mounting on his Steed, 
and loth to leave his new captive behind him, cauſed my mo⸗ 
ther to be ſet behind one ok his Noblemen. and ſo they poſted 
zwap, where I poz welch bawled as childzen of that age F 


then 


| 
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chen woas in, being about four years vid, are aecuſtomed fo ds 


when they be ſeparated from their mother. My father deſireus 
to know how we fared in the mid of the enemy, ſnatched oc- 
caſion by the foze-head and went fozth of Targonna with them 
that purſued the enemy, and comming home, marvelled to ſee 
the houſe in ſo god eſtate; but miſſing my mother, asked What 
was become of her, which he ſon knew by my crying, who ſaid 
my mother was carried a wap by the Soul diers. Whereat he 
was ſo moved, as you may well confider how any man might 
be cheared in ſuch a caſe, and therefoze J will not waſte the 
time in declaring what exceeding ſozrow my father made fcz 
the abſence ofhis wife,reſolving to hazard his life to have her 
again. 

Wut alas, the King of Cafile being fled to a Caffle which 
he had won not paſſing four oz five days befoze, ſaved himſelt 


within the walls of the ſame, from the fury of his enemy that 


ceaſed not to purſue him; and ſo my father ſaw no way to ob - 
tain his deſire, ſceing my mother was within the afozeſaid Cas 
ſtle, which was ſo ſtreng that it could net be eaftly incoꝛpoꝛa⸗ 
ted by our men · Who aſſailed it fiercely but to no purpoſe ; fo 
the ſouldiers that were ſcattored in the flight, met together a- 
bout a league from the Caſtle, and having rallied themſelves, 
in the night time bꝛake into our camp, making great ſlaugh⸗ 
ter among our men, and although they could not diſcomfit dur 
men, vet they got within the walls ol the Caſtle, and were jop⸗ 
ned to the reſt of their company, in ſo much that our men had 
no hope to win the Caſtle, and lo departed towards the City. 
which my father took very heavily,ſeing he was cut from his 
wife; and ſo he returned home very mournfully, imagining x 
inventing how he might have my mother again. I red@m her 
from captivity, though it ſhould have coſt him all whatſoever 
he might make with the ſale of his gods. Yet his hops was but 


mal to get her again foz any pꝛice ſeing the maids © ſervants 
of the houſe hadtold him Þ the was carried away by the Rings 


command,and declared unts him how all things wers paſſe, 
touching the friendly hoſtility of the Captain, the Kings ves

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and the changing of captives and all other things that con | 
cerned the carrying away of their miftreffe. 

In the mean time my mother, whom the King of Caſti- 
ſolicited to diſhoneſty , was moſt miſerably tozmentes and 
grieved that her koztune was ſo adverſe, that ſhe was in the 
hands of him that might fozce her to do that which hs pleaſes, 
though the laws of God,nature.and the country,were contra- 
ry unto it. But ſhe purpoſey rather to die then to conſent to 
his lewd will, and to eſteem moze of her chaſtity, then his fa- 
vour.though ſhe were but a mean perſon,and he a Ring; loth 
to change her honeſty foz his Bingdome. 


CHAP, XXV. 


How the mocher of Philorenus to avoid the luſt of the King of Ca- 
tile, ſecretly fled out of the Caſtle with the Captain; and how, 
ſuppoſing her former husband to be dead, ſhe married him, and 
had by lim a Son named alſo Philoreuus. 


he fozeſaid Captain perceiving that my mo 
ther was ſo grievonlly vexed with ſozrow foz 
her captivity, came unto her as paivily as he 
might, and comfozted her as much as he could, 
pꝛomiſing that if ſhe would truſt him. he would 
releaſe her from her impziſonment, and being 
her home to her houſe 02 where the pleaſed. This, although 
if did not a little moderats my mothers grief, pet (he feared 
[caſt ſhe ſhould notſs much be delivered out of her mtſevte, 
as change the kind of her calamity, and ſhunning ene gulph, 
ſhe miDonbted to fall into another, accozding to the (ay, 
ing, 

e in Syllam cupiens vit are C harib dim, which cauſed her 
-3 be very donbtful in deliberation, not knowing what the 
might belt do in that great perplexity. Nevertheleſſe conſide⸗ 
ring that the woꝛſt that might happen was that he (hould be 
1buſed but by a Captain, where otherwiſe ſhe ſhould — 
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(ubjec fo the luſt and riot ef a King. making caſs of the vice; 

and not regarding the perſons, ſhe reſolved ts follow the Taps 

tains counſell, thinking that if might as well pꝛove foz hed 

benefit as contrarily , Where ik ſhe remained with the Ling 

ſhe could not hope foꝛ amendment, ſcœing luſt cannot be quen⸗ 

ched by virtue, but rather inflamed and ſtirred up to further 

wickednefſe, The Captain hearing her willing te uſe his 

help, told her that the Ring intended the nert dap after to ride 

to ansther Caſtle where heipurpoſed toe muſter his armp, ind zl 
to befiege the City Targonna,but meant to let him be as chick 15 


covernonr of the Caſtls: therekoze he willed her to feign that i 
che was extreamly ſick, and to veeld the King a pleaſant couns il 
fenance at his departure. beſesching him to leave her there to "I 
roſt, ſeeing ſhe was ill at eaſe,4 pꝛomiſing him that ſhe would 3] 


ve readp, her health recovered, to do his Dajeſhy any pleaſure 4 
and ſervice it might plea! e him to command her. And then | 
(quoth the Captain) if you do but obtain (lo much of him, let 
me al one fozthe reſt. 
She thinking him keꝛ his great deſerts towards her. pꝛomi⸗ | 1 
{ed touſe the matter ſo that ſhee donbted not but to 6vtaine ſo | 
much of the King: as to be choꝛt, ſhe did. Foz the Ring mar⸗ A 
' ched with his bands, and left her to the keeping of this Taps 
'  tainzwho being appointed Gevernenr of the Caſtle that night 
came unto my mother, and vzought her one of his ſutes of aps 
parel, willing her ſecretly to put it on her, and to come to his 
chambsr aſſoon as ſhe was readp: which (he did, and was no 
ſooner come, but hee commanded the Watch to let down the 
bzidge, and open the gates, koz that ha minded himſelfe onelp 
accompanied with one Gentleman, to make the ſcont-wacch, 
and to eſpie whether the enemy were about the Caſtle, oz had 
ſent any ſpies to learn whether the King were there, oz to 
know what they went about. 

Che watch fozced fo obey their chief Governour, although 
they thonght it but little policy, notwithſtanding that hee 
might be thonght venturons, to undertake that Service 


wich molt pzivate Sonldiers ſegk to put by, they — * 
their 


cempanton, whom they knew not. 

The Captain and my mothor being ont of the Caſtle hee 
ware there, that hee would foz Her ſake never enter intd the 
ſame again, oz ſer ve the King his @overatgn any longer, but 
after he had lev her home to her husband, he would ſek his 
foztune in ſome range, Countrey where he might be fred 
from the harm that might enſue by reaſon of the Kings an- 
ger and indignation againſt him, carrying my mother away 
rom him. Which ſhe wopt marking bittere, that ſo valiant a 
Captain, and wozthy a Gentleman ſhould be depzived of ati 
is wealth and ſubſtance, yea of that great honour and credit 
which by his virtue and pzowefTe he had won among all his 
Country-men, both in the Court and in the Camp, foz her 
fake. Bat ho molt kindly pꝛaped her to content her ſelf, and 
not to care foʒ him; fo; ſo he might do her pleaſure, and ſo ſhe 
might by his means, injoy hec content and wiſhed deſire, he 
ſhauld be (afisfied, ſæing he deſtred nothing ſa much as her 
biiſle, and pzoteſting that his chiefell felicity conſtſted onely 
In her pzolperitp. 

She grieved fsz nothing ſo much as that che wilt not how 
che might wozthily recompence his deſerts, could not be pasi- 
fied, but wept continually,not caring foz her ſelf, but (ozrows 
ing that the god and valiant knight had abandoned all, foz to 
reſtoze her to her kozmer liberty, and to fr& her from diſ⸗ 
honour. | 

But by this they arrived at the village, where my father 
was not, noz any perſon in the wozld in eur houſe; fog my 
father thought not that he might ſafely ſtap in his own honſe, 
fs3 [ear leaſt he ſhauld be watched foꝛ and by the King of Ca, 
fie; command,be llain by the enemy.4But he had put away all 
his ſervants and taken me with him inſomuch that we were in 
a cartain ſhepheards houſe (ſomething far from the village 
which was burnsd, where no man burſt dwell. The Captain 
therekoꝛe and me mother, entring the houſs, and finding no 
man, mar velled greatly, and by my mothers intreatp, depart,

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(heir Sovernanr commanded, and let him go fozth with his

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ed thence fowards the City Targonna, where the made great 
enquiry foz wy father and mee, but they could not hear ok us. 
But you mult note by the way, that the Captain had changed 
hits apparel and put on a ſhepheards garment, and my mother 
likewiſe put off her mans wed, and attired (elf accozding te 
Herſer. And within two oz thzee days after they had been in 
city, they chanced to light on a certain ſhepheard; whom m 
mother knew well, and who knew my parents as well as any 
of all our village. Af this ſhepheard did my mother under - 
tand that the King of Caſtile returning to the caſtle where he 
had left her, and finding her abſent and ths general Gove r - 
nour, whom he wonld have truffed with a greater charge was 
{s enraged, that he hanged the captain ot the watch foz letting 
him fozth ; ond marching with his whole Army towards cur 
village, he deſtroyed all that he met with and put all the coun⸗ 
trey men that he could find to the edge of the ſwozd, ſparing F 
neither man, woman noz child. This thepheard told my mos it 
ther, that kozalmuch as he hab ſen my father and mein a ltitle 
c£sttage adjopning to our village he thought certainly that we ir 
had net eſcaped the Kings fury,but that wee were both lain: 0 
which bad tidings ſo grie ved my mesther that anlefſe the geod ll 
night had perſevered in his comfoztable conſolations ſhe had 
either died fog (ozrow, oz ended her grief by finiſhing her life 
With her «wn hands. / 
Dn the other fide my kather, who by gdod foꝛtune was foꝛe⸗ 
warned of the Rings kuri ous comming to the village, eſcaped 
the danger, wich he was like to incur ; but when he heard of 
the pꝛocla nation which was made thzoughout all the country 
by the Kings command, tc. That whoſoever could bzins him 
the head of the ſame Nramvet,wHhtch refufing to be his concu- 
bine, had by her dichone t entitements enchanted the heart of 
Don Ahhares de Bazora, une of his chiefeſt captains in his wars 
(foz ſo was the good captain talled) and bewitched him to love 
her, carry her from her husband ſhould have all the livings 
that bel»nged oz appertatned to the fozeſaiy Don Alvares. J 
- ſay, when my Father had _ _— Pꝛoclamat ion, . 
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hat my mbther was guilty of the crime ſhe Wag accuied ek, 
and ſuppoſing that fe had changed her pꝛaiſed chaſtity info 
Wantenneſſe, he thought that che had allured the Knight to 
{twdncſſe, which fo grieved him that after he had largely and 
lamentabbp complatned cf her diflgvalty, he took me by the 
hand and dep .rted cut cf Aragon pzeſently travelling toward 
Italy, chere in the B! ugdeme ef Napics ina certein village 
called Cinque, he purpefed ts live the remnent of his like. In 
the mean time it chanced that the Aings of Aragon and Ca- 
tile, (eng they could not by war become Lozd the one over 
the other, thep concluded a wilſhed and durable peace 6mong 
their countries, making a perpetuall league of ſriendahip Fes 
twcen the laid Bingdemes cf Aragon and Caſtile. Inſomuch 
that Ring of Callilc, returned to his Country with his whole 
army; and in ſhoꝛt ſpace were the villages and fowns thet hed 
been lacked and burncd newly built np again and all the in⸗ 
habitants of the country returned home to their houſes. £y 
mother therefoze defirous to know whether my father was 
lain nz no, returned fo cur village with the Bnighk, to inquire 
fo m father and me, but no man could tell her any news ot 
us. Inſomuch that ſhe verily thought that he was dead and A 
likewiſe, che lived in that ſtate ret thzee oz four moneths: 
Which time being expired, the Captain made earneſt ſute uns 
to her in reward of his ſervice and fatthiulnefſe , ſeeing her 
zus band was dead, to fake him to her husband ſwearing and 
p2otefting that he would bs as lopall unt o her as any man in 
che wo, ld might be unte his wile. She acknowledging that 
hs deſerved moze then he requeſted, pet loth ſo ſoon to marry 
again, did dꝛive him of as long as ſhe could, till at length not 
able to gainſap his lawfull requeſt, ſhe married her (elf unto 
him and to the end ſhe might foꝛget her fozmer deceaſed hus- 
band, the better thinking it but meer trouble to be cumbzed 
with the remembzance of her dead husband being remarri- 
ed, ſhe and her new husband went to ſome bozdering fown of 
Cal tile, where they remained four years,having a child the firſt 


Lear named Philetenus, at m mothers requeſt, ſhe _ de⸗ 
rous 
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firous to have a new Philerenus, ſceing ſhe had loft che other 
Pou muſt in like manner note, that the Captain ſith the firſt 
2 that he de parted out of the Caſtle with my mother, na? 
nd himlelk as my father was called (to wit Corcandro)to the 
end that he might be unknown; which name he retained as 
long as he lived. 

Thus they having long libed (as I ſaid | four years in the 
hozders of Caſtile,certain mutinies riſing in the town sf their 
abode, about the Trangers that lived in the ſame place. they 
left that town and went inta Italy, thinking the further they 
went from Caſtile, the moze they ſhould free themſelves from 
the danger that might enſue if they ſhould be known. Inthis 
voyage my mether, either by the neceſſity of her deſtinies, z 
the labcnr of her treubleſome journey, fell ſtck,and paſſed her 
fatal day in a certain village gf Italy. Her husband the Caps 
tain, though he fo impatiently took the death of his dear wife, 
fo2 wham he had bꝛought himſelf into all theſe troubles, that 
he curſed the Fates, and blaſphemed the Gods foz ending her 
like and not rather his own; yet alter (he was buried, he took 
his ſon and travelled on his journey, intending to paſſe over 
his like in ſolitaryx manner, admitting no occafion of jop 03 re⸗ 
creation. but onely ſuch as he might enjoy by the companp of 
his young lonne, whom nature had left him as a pledge cf re⸗ 
membꝛance of her whom hee ſo dearlp lobe; and it was his 
lucke fo ſojourne in the ſame village which my father and J 
dwelled in being called Cinqueni, as J have befoze mentions 
ed where this Captain with his young Philorenus, and my fa- 
ther with his alſo, remained a foztnight the one not knowing 


of the other. 
This pice of fourteen dars being fullfilled, the Bing of 
1 ſent two thouſand men to burn the ſame village and 


day a che inhabitants thereof, foꝛ what reaſon J cannot now 
ſo 0 bi rewemier, aud les ing it maketh not foz my purpoſe, I 
wilin t ſtand upon if any longer, but let vou knowhow that 
mn ͤkaͤther having had ſome koze/ intelligence ol the Rings in⸗ 


dent (as many moze of our neighbours did; among whom I 
2 b place 
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plate the Captain, my mothers lecond husband) and therekoze 
thought beſt to tlie unto ſome other place: vet the Kings com⸗ 
mand being ſomething haſtily put in execution it hapned that 
my father with all the reſt were ſo ſuddenly aſſaulted in the 
night time, d they were compelled-to leap out of their beds 
in their ſhirts and take their flight, leaving all they had be⸗ 
hind them: lo that neither my father had leaſure to take me 
with him, noꝛ the Captain to ſave his Plulorenus; yet was our 
luck ſuch,that though nv child eſcaped untimely death, pet we 
the one not knowing the other, ford mercy at the ſoaldiers 
h:nvds that were ſent to erecute the Kings pleaſure. Foz they 
taking pity on us, thought it was then a ſacriledge to kill us 
that wereſo young, and by the diſpoſition of our bodies ſcemed 
likely to pzove comely men. In lo much that we were both of 
us pziviledged from death and carried to the City 6f Naples. 
by a certain Captain, whoſe hap it was ko light on me, 4 ibe 
other Philorenus by a Sergeant, who ſee ing his father lled, ran 
towards him to bath his ſwozd inthe voz innocent child his 
blond foʒ ſpight that his father had by flight eſcaped his fury: x 
coming near him hearing him cry, his choller turned into afs 
Cectien,and he ſo loved the child, being about th years and a 
Half old, p he having neither wife noz child. intended to carry 
him to Naples, bzing him up as his own ſon. Thus we lived 
in Naples ſoven pears + yet had no knowledg ene of the other. 


Cup. XXVI. 
How Philorenus the elder was brought to the Court by the King 
of Naples, who ſent bim Ambaſſador to the Kine of Perſia, 


RSS Shall intreat you (moſt excellent - Pzincelle, 
and ye wozthy Gentlemen and ſhepheards) ta 

- mark by the way, that as we were both alike 
in name, (0 wee were in like manner ſe like 
one the other in favour, in plight of the body, 
in colour of hair, and in voice, that it was im⸗ 
e teʒ any one by the judgement of the eve to diſcern the 
one : 
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vile of us from the other, when J had attained the eighternth 
Pear of my age, and the other Phꝰlorenus to the fifteenth pear 14 
his age; at Which time hee was fuily as tall as J. and in 
growth reached to the full pꝛopoztien of length and thickneſſc 
that 4 was of, The reaſon whereof was, that we both at tai⸗ 
ned to our fall bigneſſe at fourftecne yeares of our ane. th ſo 
much that when he reached to fourteen peers, be was fnlly in 
bignefle equal to me. 

This therefoze being committed to memozy, peu ſhall 
know, that after I had dwelled thzee years, in Naples with 
the Captain who had bzought me thither, it happened, that 
the lame Captain warrying the daughter of a certain Knight 
of great account, telebzated the feaſt cf his Wedding in very 
ſolemn manner. Foz not onelp the chiefeſt Noble men of ths 
country were invited thereto, but the King himſelf alſo, whs 
disdained not in p2oper perſon to handur my Paſters Wed- 
ding day⸗ 

The ceremonies of the marriage being finiſhed accozding 
to cuſtome, in memozy of Hymenæus, there was a molt ſump⸗ 
tueus banquet made ready fe the King and thoſe Nobles that 
were miniſtred. And it came to paſſe, that the Ling caſting 
bis epe upon me (who among other my fellows ſerved my mas 
ſcers gueſts at that feaſt ) liked me ſo well, that he asked the 
Captain, whether J was of his affinity oz kindzed⸗The Cap- 
tain ſaid. that J was no kin unto him, but that he eſteemed of 
me as of his ſon, in that a father tan but give life to his ſon, 
as hee had dons to me, ſhewing ts the King where he had me, 
and how he bꝛought me from the village Cinqueni. The King 
glad that he had (aved ſuch a pꝛoper lad from ſo unhappy and 
pereinptoy death, pꝛaped my maſter to reſign over the title he 
bad to me unts him, pꝛomiſing p it ould be both foz his pzo⸗ 


fit and my welfare. To make few wozds,of a Captains — 
A became a Kings Page; and that day taking leave of my old 
maſter. J went fo the Court, where I ſo ſerved the Bing. that 
I could not but pleaſe him; inſomuch that his Maje ſty loved 
me 4 dearly as if J had been ſome Nobls porſonage,ſuffering, 

me 
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wit £0 want nothing.allotting me no wozſe company then his 
gon ſon, being about the ſame age that J was of, who affected 
me as if I had ben his natural brother. Thus J lived in this 
happie eſtate about two pears, till Foztune remembzing that 
the had bzought me to the top of her wheel, began te thꝛeatem 
my h:pleſſs dawnkall from all felictty, into the depth and pzo⸗ 
fundity of adverſitp, wiſhing me no betker luck then my pa⸗ 
rents had had in their time, though the had at the firſt gladded 
me with ſuch good hap, thereby to make me the moze impatt⸗ 
ent to ſtiffer her crofſe, and malictons entreatments in time to 
come Fvz it is a thing mot cer tain that among all men that 
re oppꝛeſſed with adverſity, none can lo ill away with their 
mihap, as they that vefoze lived in great pzoſperity. 
But left A digreſle from the matter know that the Bing 
having had intelligence by certaine Merchants out of 
Peta, that the Ring of Petſia muſtered his men thzeugh all 
his domintons, intending ts make a voyage into Spain, and te 
bing a ntthtyArmy to invade the country of>pain,becauſe the 
izings of Caſtile, Aragon, and Porcugal had refuſed to give their 
daughters in marriage to his (on, fearing ieft if Spain were 
invaded, Italy ſhould become ſujet, and conſidering, that he 
had entered into league with the Jitng of Perlia, and divers 
times jopned with him againſt other Ringdomes, but loth in 
this expedition (do likely to turn to his wzack) to become a 
helper oz confederate,purpoſed to fend me into Pertia unto the 
Ning to pꝛocure a peace between him and the afozeſatd ings 
gf Caſiile, Aragon, and Portugal. J, though J thought my ſelf 
altogether unfit to be imploped in (ſuch henozable kind of ſer⸗ 
vice, and matters of ſuch impoztance, yet ſeeing if was his 
Majeſties pleaſure, as J thought it no manners ts ſeem uns 
willing, ſo J pzepared wy felf to put his Majeſties pleaſure 
in pzactiſe, and to pzovide all things neceſſary koꝛ ſuch a jour - 
ney, Therefoze knowing the Kings pleaſure. and the effect 
and ſum of my meſſage, Jtook my leave of his Majeſty and the 
Queen, and in like manner of his ſon Hyppeiio ( who was lo 
ſozry foz my departure, Phe could ſcares bis ms farewel ( «4 ſo 
diſpatche d 
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diſpatched my ſelfe from the Court, being accompanied with 


nine men. Whaf ſuccefſe J had ſince my departure from Na- 
PICs, you ſhall hear afterwards. 


CAP. XVII. 


How the younger Philorenus, bel taken for the elder, was im- 
pi i oned by che King of N aple 's his command. 


he ſecond day alter J went from Naples, the 9- 
J ther Philorenus ( ſon unto my Mother by that 
Cattilian Captain) dwelling in the ſame Ci⸗ 
with the Sergeant that baought him from 
| Cinquenizchanced in the cvening time ko pifſe 
by a Noble-mans houſe, where Hyppolito the Nings ſon had 
een at ſupper; who ſtanding at the doz among certain Gen. 
tiemen, eſpped this Philorcnus, and thoughe undoubtedly that 
4 was the man and that J had changed my apparel to the end 
that J chould not bs known fo be Philorenus, which he imagi⸗ 
ned that J ſhould habe done, being unwilling fs:no in Am⸗ 
vaſſage unts the Ling of Perſia, and pet feared to ask leave fo 
tay at home, and to be diſcharged ef that ſo tronteſome a ſer⸗ 


vice, I being unaccuſtomed to deal in affairs of fo great mo⸗ 


ment and impoztance. 
Me therefoze ſtealing from bis companp, followed my þ20- 


ther ( foz we came both out of one'wombe ) and when he ſaw 
him in place where leaſt company was, hee tooke him by the 


flip of his cloak, and calling him by bis name Philorenus, bad 


him not be grieved thongh he were overtaken by him, ſeeing 
it was his lucke firſt fo bee eſpied by him, that was the be ſt 
friend that he had in the wozlv. Py bzother knowing Hyppo- 
lico the Rings ſon began to fal on bis knees, to honour him acs 
cozding to the manner of the conntrey, mardelling that the 
young Pzince uſed ſuch wozds unto him. But Hyppolito loth 
that I ſhould be knowne ( foz the Ring and all the Nobility 
knew not but that A was departzd from Naples le Perha ) 


with 
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with ſomething an angry countenance, uttered theſe wezds. 
Plilorenus, if thou be wiſe follow my c ounſell, and leave theſes 
tekens ok honour,left thou be bewzayed,and if my requeſt will 
not ſerve, let my commande ment move thee to be moze pzu- 
dend and follow me.Philorenus nay bzother, raviched with mars 
bel what this meant, and fearing to diſpleaſe him who might 
make him repent his offence,did as he commanded. And ls 
they went together to the court, where Hyppolico bearing my 
b:other into his chamber, and ſhutting up the dcoz leſt any et 
the Courtiers chould interrupt them, and know of my being 
there, (thinking nothing lefſe then that the ſams Plulorcnus 
was my Bzother, lœing neither I my ſelf knew that J had a 
Bzother, noz my Bzother that he had a Wzother in the Court, 
by Foztune lifted to ſo high eſtate) began in this manner to 
ſpeak unto him. 

Ah Philorenus, who would have thought that the great dil⸗ 
cretion and wiſedome, whereby pon have obtained ſuch love 
and credit at my fathers hands, had ſo loſt his fozce and vigoz, 
that it ſuffereth thee lo indiſcreetly and fouvly to behave thy 
ſelf, being imployed by his Majeſty in a matter which might 
Have beene committed to the chiefeſt perſon of the Realme 2 
And art thou ſo bereff of all thy wits and underſtand ing, that 
thou thinkeft we are all ſo blinde that becanſe fhon haft put 
on another Garment, wee ſhould nat knew thee 2 Thinkeſt 
thou that we are (s fozgetfull of thy favour, that the change of 
apparel is abie to make thee unknown unto us? No no, Pbi- 
lorenus, and although all ether men were taken with oblivi⸗ 
en of thy Face, pet the Pictaro of thy Uiſage,the Lineaments 
of thy Face, and the very Phifiognomy of thy Csuntenance. 
is ſo de ply ingraven in my heart that no time, no changs.ne 
eee no deceit is able to raſe ont the pʒint 
thereok⸗ 

Uherefoze J cannot encugh mar vel Philorenus, that ſ ing 
thou knoweſt haw J am affeccy tewards thee ( inſomuch thay 
thou canſt not ask any thing of me that lieth in my power ts 


grant thee, and be repulſed) thou halt notwithſtanding 
madly 
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madiy ſcught ſo danger ous if J map ſay my mind) coward⸗ 
Ly and baſe means fo ſhake of the charge commmtted unto ther 
Ly the Ring züohereas if thou hadſt but let me know how thou 
wert unwilling to be imploped therein, 4 wenuld have intrea⸗ 
tob my father, and perlwaded him to ſend ſome other into Per- 
Ha, that J might have enjoped your companp, foz whoſe abſence 
J doubt not but you verceived hewlozrp J was. And now, 
firſt you know, that though you were never moꝛe ſeen by us 02 
known, yet peu ſheuld be depzived of all the credit and honoz 
wich you Hd an th: Court being compelled fo live in obſcy 
rity and baſe manner.w nting both wealth and fame. 

Bolides alls ; perpend not oney what injurp pon offer the 
Bing, but alſo the loſe and detriment unto his ſubjects, and 
the neighbour kingdomes of Catliile, Alagon, and Portugal, in 
that my fathers intent is fruſtrated, and an emballage of ſuch 
moment, ſerving to: the welfare of fo many woztho Kingdoms, 
neglected. The conſideration whereof, J hope will make por 
come to knowledge of pour fendneſſe, yea rather madneſle, in 
committing ſo hetnous an £ffence and hurtful treſpaſs, where - 
by pou have deſervcd the ings indignation, who no doubt if 
he were acquainted With this pour franticke kind ef dealing 
would with no lefſe pain then death puntſh pour delict, 

But J judge that the Gods tendzing thy foztune, have made 


thee ſo happie, as that thon ſhouldeſt be eſpied by me beſs2e 


thy ſiniſter doings were bewzaped unfo any other, and ſo re 
vealed to the Ling mp father, to the end that J might p:ovive 
ſome remedy in this caſe.and ſave thee from the danger which 
otherwiſe thou wert like to incur. 

Mp bzother Philorenus, who all this while food aſtoniſhed, 
not knowing the event ok this matter, mar velled what fury 
haunted thi young Pꝛince, to make ſuch a large diſcourſe un⸗ 
to him; he knew not what he meant by his embaſſage-02 what 
affair the Bing ſheuld have committed tohis oharge ſeeing he 
had never beca near the King, and was altogether unknown 
unto him; and therekoꝛe he knew not what he might imagine 
&f this accident. But knowing that who ſo commeth my the 

Ce | fire. 
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fire is in danger to be burned, that who ſo playeth with the 
ſtreams may be dꝛowned, and that they that are near Rings 
are ſubject fo their power, began to fear leſt this ſpoꝛt ſhould 
be turned into ſpight; aud this young Pꝛince his paſtime 
tend to his wzack. And therefoze he fel on his knwes and made 
Hippolito this anſwer, 

Holt excellent Pꝛince, A amapoz young man, unknown 
in all places of honour. and eſpecially in the Court; howbeit 
that J know not how your grace knoweth my name. Foz Y 
conkeſle my name to be Philorenus, pet J vow and pzoteſt be⸗ 
fozs the Sods and ſacred powers of heaven, that I never lived 
in the Court, never woze moꝛe ſumptuous apparel then now 
J do; never ſpake unto his majeſty 02 Your grace, and that A 
know no moze of what embaſſage pou ſpeak , oz what charge 
pou talk of, then J knewat the hour when J was firſt bozn, 
WUWherefoze I beſeech vsur grace fo pardon me koꝛ J (peak the 
truth, as pour grace well knoweth, wha taketh pleaſure to 
mock his humble ſervant. : 

What Plulorenus replied Hip pol to, halt thou not told me 
thy ſelf that thou wert bezn about the bozders between the 
Kingdomes of Aragon and Caftile, that thy father was called 
Corcandro,thy motherDelbia(foz that was our mothersname) 
and that by reaſon of the wars betwen the ſatd Kingdomes, 
thy father came with thee, and dwelled in the village Cinqu-- 
ni, being under my fathers ſubjedion, whence thou were 
bzought to Naples? Is not this molt trus:ifnot.ſay I lie, 

God fo2bid{quoth my bzother)that J ſhould be ſo impudent 
as to give your grace the lie ſœing that I may in moze decent 
manner deny that which is contrary to verity then ſo. And 
ſ&ing I confeſle all that to be true which pour grace hath ſpc⸗ 
cified concerning my parents, my eountry,and my tranſlation 
from the place where A was bozn unto this country, J hope 
Pour grace will pardon me if J deny that J never told the 
leaſt point thereof unto you: fo2 heaven confound me ik ever 
I ſpake unto your grace befoze this time, 

Hippelico moved to rage, burſt ont at length info thefe 
wozds 
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wozds. Well Philorenus (quoth he) J perceive thon art moze 
then mad, and that thou doeff openly mock me, kez J ſay that 
the Gods are not Gods, ik they confound thee not foz thy falſ- 
hood. It wers to be pardoned if thou didſt onely offnd againſt 
me, but ſeeing thou calleſt the Gods as witneſſes of thy hoz- 
rible falſities and lies, I cannot fozbear it. But J pzay thee 
tel me one thing; haſt thou any bzother living? Ho, (quoth my 
bzother.) why then (qd. Hippolito) art thou the ſame Philorenus 
that my father the King had from the Captain, upon the ſame 
day that the ſaid Captain was married; who ſaid that hs 
bzought thee from Cinqueni. True(quoth my bother ) J was 
bzought from Cinqueni, but pet A know no Captain that was 
married, oz that gave me to the Rings Majeſtp. And if it wil 
pleaſe pour grace to go with me, oz ſend fo the houſe where 
I dwell, you ſhall both know of him that bzought me fron 
Cinqueni and all his netghbozs,that J have dwelled theſe ſeven 
v2 eight years with him, even ſince the time p J was bzought 
from the ſaid village Cinqueni, It is a marvellous matter (qv, 
Hippolito) Philerenus, that thou wilt go about to perſwade me 
to a tale, and to move me to believe thy lies. Foz if thou wert 
a Gad J durſt ſay theu lieſt. Fo2 thou haſt no bꝛother (ſo thou 
doeſt conkeſle ) and J take all the Gods to witneſſe that one 
named Philorenus bozn in the ſame place that thou acknow- 
ledgeſt thy ſelf to be bozn in, and of the lame parents that thou 
claimeſt to be thine, and of ſuch foꝛtune as thou ſapeſt thine 
was. Then tell me how is it poſſible, but that theu thy ſeit 
muſt be the man. And albeit thou hadſt a bzother, yet you 
\ ſhould not make me believe that he can be ſs like ther, as that 
I ſhould be ſo abſurdly deceived. Therefoꝛe ſ&ing Gon art ſo 
©  obſfinate,thou fhalt try what thou art able to gain therewith. 
 Herewith Hypolico taketh him by the hand and leadeth him 
unto the chamber of pzeſence, Whore all tbe Gentlemen aud 
Gentlewomen began to cheriſh and welcome him,asking the 0 
cauſe of his ſudden return and why he had ſo diſgniſed himſel |!

My bꝛother almoſt ont of his wits wilt not what to think, 5

have fcen Jove; but J pzay you tell mee what map bee ths 
cauſe of this pour holi-day-coat 2 Yave pon met with fœles 
by the wWay?oz are ycu a weary of a Courtters lite? if the one, 
J was well addꝛeſled to ſend ſuch a Legate to Perſia, and ik the

With that the King being angry at the heart, comman⸗ 
ded his ſon Hyppolwo to take oder that he might be put ins 
to pꝛiſon till hee had deltv*rated what death hee ſhould die. 
Uhich thing when diſtrelled Philorenus heard, he kell on his 
ings and began thus to intreat his Mafeſty to be mertikull 
unto him. oſt excellent Monarch, J beſcch pour Majeſty by 
the religion x dufy that all moztail men owe to the divine 
powers, to hear me clear my felf of all ſuch crimes which it 
ſhould ſem that J have committed ageinſt your mzjeſty. Foz 
' perceive that either it pleaſeth your Pajeſty to erhiltrate 7 
glad your Courtiers with my miſery,and thzeaten me impzi⸗ 
ſonment and death to give them occaſion to laugh at my fim- 
plenelſs and inno#uncie, oz there hath been ſome other man 
of my name and like me that hath committed this heinous of- 
fence againſt your Majeſty which woſt falfly is attributed un- 
to me. Foz J pꝛateſt befoze heaven and earth that, J _—_— 

that 
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that Philorefus(if ſuch an one hath been here) as J will nꝛobs 
by the ſonldier that bzought me from Cinqueni, with whom 
have dwelled ever ſince J was by him bzonght to Naples; as 
he and all his neighbozs ſhall teſtifie, oz Jle die what death 
your PMajeſty (hall pleaſe to appoint. | 

The King hearing him ſo ſcberly pꝛoteſt and ſwear that he 
Was not the ſame Philorenus they tk him to be, commanded 
him to rell one of his guard where the ſame ſouldier dwelt, 
which when my b2other had done, the King commanded the 
ſame man whom my b2othec ſaid was his maſter, and four oz 
five of his chiekeſt netghbozs, chould the nert day come belege 
him, 
Inſomuch that the ſame Sergbant being called SignoriVa- 
lentmo, Accompanied with thꝛer cz four Sentlemen of great 
credit dwelling in the ſame Pariſhs with him were bzought, 
appeared befoze his Pafeſtp accozding fo his command and 
my bꝛother being brought befoze them the ing asked them 
whether they knew that fellow? 

They all anſwered pes, and fold the ing all other circum⸗ 
ſtances concerning my bꝛothers Parents and his comming 
from Cinquem to Naples, affirming all what they had laid, up⸗ 
on their oaths. | 

The King marvelled that all things agred with the Phi- 
lorenus foz Whom he tk him to be, both his name, the place 
where he was bozn, the name of his parents; and other acct* 
dents onely this different, that he Had dwelt with a Captain 
which gave him to the Bing, where theſ2 men teffified that 
that Philorenus whom thoy had pzeſent, had dwelt with the 
Dergeant till that pzeſenf day, and never entred into the 
Court; inſomuch that the R. began to think that there werd 
twabzothers of them and that they themſelves knew it not by 
reaſon that they were ſeparated one from the other ſo timelp. 
But to the end that he might be the ſurer of this matter, he 
ſent fe2 the Captain of whom he had me. Who being come, 
and having ſeen my bzother; the Bing asked him whether he 
knew ane pzivp token abont my body whereby he might knots 
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"ie , it there were one in the wozld ſo like me that he might 
bardly be known from me. Such token ( anſwered the Cap⸗ 
fain) I know none, my Doveraign Lozd; neither is it necel⸗ 
lar p, foʒ I noz any man that hath eys can doubt of this man, 
but that it is Philorenus whom J bꝛought from Cinqueni , and 
I will not onely ſay (o, but alſo affirm it by oath, and die up⸗ 
on the ſame. The other Gentlemen that were pzeſent laid 
that he might be deceived, foz that they had already depoſed 
the contrary. 

To make few wo2ds if the King had not been pzeſent, they 
had gone together by the ears, and fried the matter not by 
wozds but by wounds rather, and by fight come to knowledge 
of the right Philorenus, but the Ring commanded them to re⸗ 
turn to their manſton place, and fo leave the perſon concern 
ing whom the queſtion grew, (to wit my b2other ) with him, 
foz that he would not be ſatisfied , but would have him kept 
in hold till ſuch time as he might ſend into Perſia after me to 
know whether I wore there 82 no: imagining that if A were 
found there, then the ſame Philorenus that they had in the 
Court ſhould be my bzother; and if it were ſo,the King inten 
dcd to give him ſome high office;but if contrarilp J were not 
found in Pertia, then it ſhould be manifeſt that the ſame Pin- 
lorenus was no other but the man who he was judged by all 
the courtiers to be, and both he and his pzetended maſter, with 
the other Gentlemen that were befoze the King, ſhould with 
death be puniſhed foz their madnelle, in taking upon them to 
de pole ſuch falfities, and ſo openly to mock with their Ring 
and Soveraign. 

Mell, they being returned, and my bzother clapt in hold, 
two nights were diſpatched from the court to Perſia, who ta⸗ 
king their journep tha ſame way that J was pzeſcribed to 
take, at every City that was of any fame, he enquired foz me, 
but in vain; foz they paſſed int o Perſia, and pet could hear no- 
thing of me: neither in the way as they went (hither, noz in 
the Court of the King ef Perſia, the reaſon whereof was as 
foiloweth, 
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CHAP, XXVIII. 


How the elder Philorenys going on his journey, was taken by K. 
gyptian Robbers, How the other Philorcnus eſeaped out of pri 


ton by the means of Miſtreſſe Ceraſilla. 


5Fter J had travelled two days from Na- 
l ples,as I rode with my men thzongh a huge 
wood, we met with five and twenty Key p- 
tians, who having certain Cells in that 
Mood, lived upon the ſpoil of thoſe that 
>| paſſed thzongh the ſame. Theſe Uiflains, 
J ugly in countenance, in colour reſembling 
ture Gpants, having elpied us, and ſeeing 
that we were able to out-runt them being on hozſeback, mar - 
ched on befoze us, as if they had not thought ok us till they 
had reached to a place ſerving fit foz their purpoſe, where our 
bozſe hindzed us moze then they could advantage our val eur. 
Foz we entred into a Thicket ful of Thozns and Bꝛambles, 
where we were compelled to alight,and lead our hozſes by the 
bzidle, and had mozs trouble to pull them after us, then ts paſs 
dur ſelves. 


Now the Kgyptians therefoge thinking it time to purſus 


their pzey, came all of them towards us, and being moſt of 
them armed with dcmi-pikes and javelins, ſet upon us ſg 
fiercely on the ſudden, that we ſcarce knew whether were the 
beſt, to reſift their fury, o2 peeld to their mercy, But ſing 
we had no time ts deliberate upon the matter, quick expedi⸗ 
tien was neceffary, and J perpending that all the mercy tha 
ſuth villains had was moze then cruelty, J thought it better 
to die in the defence of our Honour, then to kalt into the hands 
of ſuch barbarons raſcals. 

Then J dzew my (w0zd, as alſo all the reſt did that were 
with me, and abandoning our hozſes, we dealt with the vil- 


lains in ſuch (ozt,that we woundee tbz& oz four ol them * 
Pp; 
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iv, but pet we could not eſcape their hands, by reaſon that they 
were lo many of them, and had the vantage of us in that they 
hav halk⸗pikes and we had none. To be (hozt, the end of the 
ccaflict was ſuch that J conld moze deploze it then avoid it; fo: 
the moſt of my men were llain, the reſt eſcaped by flight, and 
J being thzuſt thzcugh the arm with a pike was taken by the 
Toy puan villains, and bound hand and fot, and (s hter caſt 
me upon one of our hozſes, and baought me ts their cels ; whi⸗ 
ther they allo conveyed the hozſes and my baggage. Then 
J was bzought to their cell, they began to conſult what they 
ſhculd do with me. Foꝛ they thought it pity (which affection 
did not pꝛoceed from any good diſpoſition in them ſeeing they 
were bereſt of all goed qualities, but rather was bzed in them 
by the wil and pleaſure of the Gods, whs being moved to me⸗ 
cy would deliver me from the wicked villatgs)to kill me,ſ@- 
ing they had gotten ſo great a bwty by me ; And the other 
ſive they feared that if J ſhould eſcape their knavery ſhould be 
detcaed, by reaſon that J did net enelp know their wicked 
{11d of dealings: but alſo the place where they kept thẽſel ves, 
ueing the molt ſecrst place in the wezld. But after they hid a 
long tune deliberated upon the matter, they came by me and 
zought me ſuch meat as they had(thongh J had no great luſt 
£2 cat and untied the cozds Wherewith they had bound me but 
they pub on a pair cf ſhackles on my legges, koꝛ fear J ſheuld 
aut-run them. Tus 4 lived among them the ſpace of nine o 
ten moncths in ſuch miſery, that J wiſhed death every day to 
deliver me krom the wactebed like which J led in that pittiful 
Eind of captivity, 

But J will return to my bzother, whoſe hap was evil bp 
rcaſon of wy miſhap. For the knights that were ſent intoPc:- 
a to enquire foz me, returned to Naples, tnfozmed the King, 
that they had not heard any thing of me and that they could al⸗ 
ſure his Bajefty, that J had not been ſeen in Perta,gnoz in any 
place between Napics and Per ſia, ſave cnely in one town about 
one days faurney from the Court in which place they had cer⸗ 
gain intelligence that J had been ſeen. Other infezmation they 


had 


* 
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had none. The Sergeant my bꝛothers maſter, and the other 
Gentlemen his netghbours upon this news fled feating left 
they ould have been unjuffly put to death, blaming Foztuns 
foz tht che dealt ſo eruelly with them, that they were compel- 
led by flight to ſave their lives when they had not in any man⸗ 
ner deſerved death. But the King being infozmed of their 
flight, cauſed all their lands aud livings to be confiſcated, and 
adjudged ta his exchequer, and my bꝛother Philorenus was the 
ſame day arraigned and condemned to be tozn in pieces with 
four hozſes. But it chanced va that day which was appointed 
foz his execution, that the Queen fell-in laboz, and was delive⸗ 
red of a daughter: to celeþzate the feaſt of whoſe birth, my bꝛo⸗ 
thers erecution was pꝛolonged thirty days;foz the King Would 
not havs any ſuch ad comitted all the time the Queen lay in 
child-ded.Jn the mean time ( meft gractous Pꝛinteſſe) may 
you think in what taking my poo bzother might be, that wilt 
not how he might eſcape that cruel death which he was ozdals 
ned to die, although his conſctence.cleared him of all ockenco 
oʒ crime, whereby he might deſerve any puniſhment. 

But at laſt. Foztuns minding sither to alleviate his griek, oꝛ 
to bzing him info greater froubles,ſubozned a certain knights 
daughter which attended on the Queen, to ſnatch occaften at 
the delay which th? heard the King had comanded to ve made 
concerning the. putting of my bzother ts death; and to ſeeł 


means ts deliver him ont of pziſen, and thereby to ſave his 


life, Foz this Gentlewoman being calles Ceraſilla (whom A 
loved better then my ſelf) thinking, with the Ring and all ths 
reſt of the courtiers that my bzothor was the ſame Philoremus 
that courted her, and ſs earneftly made lobe unto her, chat ſhe 
might eaſily perceive that he loved and honozen her above all 
other wamenz when the heard that Philorenus'was condemned, 
che was exceeding ſozry. But the good chance of the Queens 
child-bearing. by reaſon whereof the time of his death was 
polonged,ſomething a(l:vaged her dolour, and gave her hope, 


that ſhe might find meanes to recompencs tho fervice which 


che (upoſed he had done her. 
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Therekoze upon the third day after the poung Ptiiceffe 
Was bozu conüdering that «ll the Courtiers were mecry, end 
tk moꝛe care H:w they night pelle over the time with mas

thy tongus that chor wilt not utter ene d? Thou hack of 
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fentimes (wozn that thou wouldeſt not (pare thy life to do me 
ſervice;and now J venture mins to do the pleaſure, wilt thou 
not accept of my ſer vice? 

My bzother conſidering that the wozſt that might enſne 
was death framed her this anſwer. 

Sweet Lady, if J have viſpleaſed you with ungratefull &- 
lence, perſwade pour ſelf that the onely cauſe thereof did pzo- 
£&d of the joy which J.conceived of your pꝛeſence whereby J 
was w2zapped in an ertaſie, inſomuch that my tongue and my 
other inſtruments of ſpech , as I tyought to have welcomes 
vou, denied me their accuſtomed duty, having loft their operas 
tion by reaſon of the exceſſe of gladneſle which poſleſſed my 
ſoul.

em, but that every part thereck hath bin guided by Foztune, 
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and ſubject to her acciventary government? Foz after the day 
of my birth the circumſfance wherocf may be attributed to no 
power but to the hidden ſecrets of dame Neture onely was 

it not a chance and accidental cave. that J ſhould with my 
cradle by my parents be carried out of my country, and live in 
exile, befoze J knew what erile, pea what life wace was it net 


(ſay J)a token of the ſparkles ot anger which began togliſtcr 


in the heart of Foztune, anda manifeſt fign that ſhe began to 
menace and thzeaten me ſome dilaſtreus hap in time to come? 
Foz J lived not many weeks after, but J ſaw the fire Raine, 
which was kindled of the kozmer ſparkles, and J tried the 
fo:ce of her mcnaces Foz bekoze we could reach to any place 
where we might ſojourn, death bereft me of my dear mother, 
befoze nature allowed me to acknowledg the benefit Which by 
her J had and did receive. 

This done, Foztune ſeemed not not toh. ve Weaked her 
anger lutficiently and as pet became nothing moꝛe meek ;; fog 
after my mother was buried, and her funeral rights celeb2a- 
ted, we came to the village Cirqueni, where J was depzivedof 
my father, all the hold ol my hope, and the pillar of my well⸗ 
fare. Now Foztune thought her ſelfe pꝛettilp well reven⸗

And alas whither all 4 go, oʒ what way ſhall I takeeſince 
z ſweet guide is taken from me in whole cõpanꝝ I came hi⸗ 
ther, my coming is not from impziſonment to liberty,oz thyal, 
dem to freedem, o) from death to life; but rather from one kind 
of captivity. bondage t death, into another; altering the man- 
ner of my milery not abating the extremity of my calamity. 
Therewith mp bzothor Philorenus, not able ſpeak to any 
longer fo the multitude of ſighs which be fetched fcom his 
h:art,and tears which ſpouted out of his ers, ze wept molt bit⸗ 
terly, in which plight I will leave him a while, and declare 
unto you what Foztune meſt reſſe Ceraſiila had: who having 
Erayed uy and down the d a long time, and calling fog Plu- 
lorenus as loud as ths could, weeping x lamentiag his abſence 
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in moft grievous manner at length the eſpied the cel where J 
was penned up by the villains, who had that moꝛning ſhifted 

ne, and faking my apparel with them to ſell it; gave me an 
old garment of theirs to cover np body withal; and ſo Iceavinc 
no man but ure in the cell, barred the deoz en the out ſide and 
went their way : and Ccrali la having eyed the eell, hoping to 
find Philorenus my bet her there koꝛ ſhe had foꝛgotten her hun ⸗ 
ger) made haſt to dzaw neac e knocking at the doc z che heard 
her firſt Philorcnus ſpeak, foz whoſe cauſe ſhe made ſuch ac- 
count of the other being my b2other, Foz when 4 heard one 
knock, J asked who was there whereupon ſhe anſwered. Ah 
(wit Philorenus ! (thinking that J was the other whom ſhe 
had loſf, foz our voices were not moze different then cur ka- 
ces) what art thou there? J mult confeſſe my ſelf beholdtag ta 
Foztune foz this god hap; but why doſt thou not let me in? 1 
having fozcotten her voice it being altered by reaſon of tye 
affection wherewith in a lamentable manner ſhe pzoncunced 
ber wozds, replied. Whatſoever you be Whom foztune hath 
ſent fs comkoꝛt me after my long impziſon ment, ił vcu wil ler 
me then muft you from the out-fide undo the do and remove 
ſuch bars oz ſtops that Hinder oz let you from entring ſceing 4 
am ſhut in and cannot come kozth. 

Ceraſilla mar velling at my (p&ech, witha knife ſhe cut the 
firing wherewith the cell do was ke ſtened, and opening the 
doz, asked me where J was ? inſomuch that J looking by the 
light that came in at the doo ( fot was dark within) I ſaw 
Miſtrelle Ceraſilla ſtand befo2e th- cell, the fight of whoſe pꝛe⸗ 
ſencs caſt me into luch a trance, 5 it might have been thought 
I had been mefamo2phoſed, as they that looking on Meduſacs 
bead were transfozmed into ſtones. But when Ceraſilla (aw 
that I neither came,no2 gave her any anſwer, che ſtopped into 
the cell where the ſaw me lye on the ground, not enely tongue- 
teed without (peaking, but alſo leg⸗tied being bound with a 
fkrong cozd. Which fight although it was ſufficient to make 
ber;lofe her wits, t become as much altered as J was my ſelf: 


pet the neceſſity wherein J was requiring aid, moded her too 
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verconie her own paſfions and to ad her helping hand fo wakg 
me ont of the ertaſie wherein J lay. At length being come to 
my (elf, J ſaid. Ah what koꝛtune hath ſent ther to this ſolitary 
wod to deliver me from this miſery? Whoſe pꝛeſencs is moze 
welcome to me, then if ſome heavenly Godeſs had come to loſg 
the bands which your molt delicate fingers have untwined. 
and therewith twiſted the knot of the true and fincere love, 
wherewith J moſt loyally hononred thee foz the time that x 
lived in the Court. Ah Ceraſilla had A known that thou havft 
veen ſo mindkull of my ſervice,and that thau didit accept of the 
paths oꝛ rather pangs which J (uffered foz love of thee the cas 


lamity which J have ben peſtred with in this noiſom pziſon, 


foz the ſpace of theſe ten moneths oz moze, had not bzen (a 
grie vous unto me as it hath been. Foz ths fweet thoughs and 
pleaſant conceit which my bꝛains hath been occupied with in 
perpending and remembzing your excellent beauty and rare 
vertues, hath taken moze kozce in the pareke of my underſtan⸗ 
ding, and ſo tombzed my mind with the delightſome memszy 


ef your perſonage, that it had quite blotted out all thonght of 


the injury which J have received at koꝛtunes hands, and expel⸗ 
led all ſuch grief from my heart which J did take foz the pit- 
tikal and lamentable entertainment which J have had in 
this loathſome cell. {Where ever ſince the ſecond day that J 
departed from the Court foz J have been compelled to abide, 
being fallen into the hands of certain Egyptian theves, who 
baunting theſe woods, violently (et upon me aud my men,bes 
ing either all lain oz (ome fled, robbed me of all my treaſure 
and baggage that J had with me, and either pittping ts kill 
me outright,oz rather ſi pong they ſhould nfs me tro curte⸗ 
duliy if they ended my mitlery with death they have kept me 
here in thts cell iu ſuch manner as you find me; leaving me 
hers this mozning, and going to ſome town oz other to ſell 
the apparel which J had, ſeeing ths money which they found 
in my male was much diminiſhed , and their ſtoze greatly 
impaired. 
Oeraſilla raviſhed into admiration by the —

this accidekt, was doubtfull at the firſt ofme, thinking thas 
A had been the ſame Philorenus that came with her fromthe 
Court, and whoſs life the had ſaved by her policy:but wel per⸗ 
pending my woꝛds, and applying them fo the things both paſ- 
led and pzfſent ; (hz remembꝛed that the Knights who were 
(ſent into Perſia ſaid, that they had heard that J had been ſeen 
in a certaine towne within two dapes after J departed from 
Naples, and beſides, he did lee that J had en other cloaths ther 
the man whom lhe left in the woods, which fo2ced her to be 
leeve me, and to know how ſhe had been deceived in faking 
aͤnsther man inſtead of me. 


How Philorenus the elder came to the Court with Ceraſilla; ho- 
he came to meet with his brother and apprehended the Ægypti- 
an theeves. 


Will not here make mention of ſuch congra⸗ 
S tulattons and cheriſhments as Me made me: 
leaving it unto your diſcrefions to judge 
2 how joyfull men be at ſuch happy meetings. 
In ths mean time, it may pleaſe you to un- 
| derſfand, that Ceratilla told me all that had 
happened in che Court concerning the-other Philor enus, 
how he had nof only my name, but my favour and my fozxtuns, 
being bozn where J was bozn, exiled where J was in exile, 
and had the ſame parents that J had faz mine; how that he 
was in the Court taken of all men foz me, how that the 
Knights were ſont into Perſia, and bzinging news that J hay 
not been there he was condemned to be toꝛn in pieces by four 
wild hozſes, And finally. how ſhe had delivered him from dan- 
ger of death, and loft him in the wood, ſuppoſing that it had 
been he when ſhe heard me (peak. Whereat J did the moze 
marvell, by reaſon p J never heard » J had any bzother, But 


alter wes had parleyed of all things, fear ing leſt we ſhonld ba 
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taken together by the vill ains befoze we were out cf light of 
that accurſed cell, we went into the wod as deep as we csuld; 
partly to eſcape them, and partly to find Philorenus my bzo⸗ 
ther;fo2 as Cetaſilla cauld not be altogether merry fo2 the harp 
luck that he was lolf.io was J erceeding ſozry, by reaſon that 
I ſo greedilp deſired to lee him; to knew whether he were my 
b:other indeed oz no. And as we had fe; the ſpace of one whole 
day and night ranged up and down the ſame huge wad, af 
length we purpoſed to return to the Court, and to certiſle the 
ing of all matters, inkozming his Majeſty of rhe right truth. 


Yoptng that his Pijeſty would not onely pardon Ceraſilla, 


who was fozced by love to do whatſoever ſhe had pzantiſed in 
going away with Philorcuus my bꝛother; but alſo by pꝛoclama⸗ 
tion retal him again. and the Gentlemen in like manner that 
were des to ſhun his unjuſt wꝛath and anger, reſtoꝛing them 
their gods and livings that were confiſcated. As in truth his 
majeſty did. Foz when we were returned to the Court, not 
without great admiration of the King + Hyppolico the young 
Mꝛince, with all the reft of thoſe that were in the Court, and 
kneling befoze his ajeſtp, had declared the whole eſtate of 
Au ſuch accidents and events as had hapned, he did not onely 
pardon Ceralyla , but deſcending from his chair ok eſtate em- 
b3iced me and (0 curteoufly welcommed me that J well per⸗ 
ceived that his Pajeſty was no otherwiſe aifected towards 
me, ttzen he was at my departure from the Court. 

Furthermoze, he reſted net but the ſame day recalled the 
Gentlemen that haq teſtified how my bzother had dweller 
with the Sergeant, and not onely reſtozed them their gdods 
and lands, bat alſo beſtowed no (mall gift on the ſaid @er- 
geant my bzothers maſter; taking oꝛder beſides,that my bꝛo. 
ther (ould alſo be recalled,pzomiling that as ſoon as hs were 
returned fo the Cenrt, he would Kluight both him and mp 
ſelf:1n memoꝛial of that ſo rare an example of two bzothers, 
that wereſo like one the other, the one nevertheleſſe not 
knowing of the other. 

But I bo revenge the injury done unto me by thoſe C 
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Kyptian theeves, and to puniſh them accozding as they fo2 the 
cauſe of their abhgminable and wicked life merited,J obtains 
ed leave of the Ring to take cue of the companies that lay in 
garriſon in Naples, feʒ the cuſt ody and ſafeguard both of the 
City and Cenrt; thercwith to march to the Cel where thoſe 
villains had kept me lo long:and coming thitder we had ſuch 
good luck, that we took them all ſaving one being but newly 
returned to the cell the night befoꝛze. But miſſing one of them 
J commanded two c2 thzee ſouldiers to go into the cell, to ſee 
whether thep could find end moze there, They finding none 
but one being bound in ſuch manner as they had uſed me, thin⸗ 
king that it was ſome peo man that the villeins had caught 
( foz they could not fee what he was in the cell) bzought him 
fozth unto me, whom J and all the company that was with 
me pzeſently knew fo be the other Philorcnus my ſuppoſed bzos 
ther. Which thing ſs filled my heart with joy,that J imbzaced 
him bekoze he was unloſed. Ve not knowing who J was at the 
firſt marvelled, but after he Had heard me declare unte him 
bow J had fov d Cciaſilla, p had ſhewes him favour. he porcei⸗ 
ded ß F was d ſame Philerenus whom he was thought to be, 
beholding me, at icgth burft ent into focſe oz ſuch like wozds. 


Sir, ſee ing J neither dzeam, noz behold my pzopoztion in a 


looking glaTe I confeſs that both the Ring had great cauſe to 
bear an opinion of me as he did, and theſe villains to uſe me 
as they intended; who meeting me in the wood as J had loſt 
miſtrels Ccraſilla, thinking J had been the man they rovbed x 
kept in their cel,+ becauſsJ denied A knew either the c2 their 
cel, they appointed to kil me afſon as their fellow was retur⸗ 
ned, whereby J perceived that vou had been in their hands, ard 
had got from them, ſeeing they could as little be perlwaded 
that they hed never ſeen me, as the King x all his courtiers;fez 


in truth J my (elf. if X had not known as much as by feztunes 


frowardneſs I have tried,cocerning the ſümilitude & likeneſs 
betwren your perſcn and my (elf. J would now have thought, 
that you had been of the nature of the glaſſe that receiveth the 
colour of cvery object hody ; Whereas you ſay that the 8 
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frive againſt foꝛtune fo free us from her frowardneſſs, J am 
conſtrained to ſay no lefſe , ſeeing that it hath pleaſed their 
Deity by him to loſe me from this danger of death, by reaſon 
of whom though not by his pꝛocurement)all my treubles and 
miſer ies took beginning. Utherefoze ſceing that cur luck is 
fuch that as the evil ſuccelle of your foztune was cauſe cf my 
miſerpzſo the recovery of pour hap hath bzed my blille, and de⸗ 
livered me krem the extream perill wherein my like was pla⸗ 
ced. What may J ſay leſſe, but that ths Gods knowing hew 
we have by foztume been wenged, have reſcued ns from her 
fury. 

But becauſe it would be to long fog me to rehearſe, and te⸗ 
di ous fo2 you to hear the end of his ſpecch, and the ether talk 
which we had between us, concerning ſuch matters as had 
happened by reaſon ok our great litienefſe,! will encly tel pon, 
that after we had had ſome conference touching our parents 
end other matters, we canſcd thoſe Egyptian villains to ve ti⸗ 
ed to the hozſe tails, and ſo trailed aleng the ground till we 
came to Naples, where the haugman ſated his labeurg ſeeing 
that no perſon thought he had done his duty unleſle he had hel⸗ 
ped to pull and fear ths fleſh of ſome part of thoſe Egyptian 
wzetches , that had cauſed ſuch conkuſton and wꝛonght lo 
much harm, had not the fozeſight of the mercifull Soes hin- 
dered their intent. Inſomuch that within two hours after theſe 
Egyptian llaves had entered the gates ef the City, they were 
by thc people halled and pulled info a thouſand pieces. 

I will net here make long rehearſall, how hcnourably mp 
bzother was uſed by the Bing but it ſhall be ſufficient if I de⸗ 
clars how that the King after he had welcommed my bzother 
in all courteons manner with a pleaſant countenance,as wel 
bewzaying grace and mildneſle as Dajeſty and glozp remem⸗ 
bzing bis pꝛomiſe made unto me in wozd,didperfezm no lefſe 
indeed, and Rnighted us both together the ſame day. 

Now (molt excellent Pꝛinces and wozthy ſhepheards) die 
we think that we had ſo troden foztune under fot , that ſhe 
was not able ever to riſe agals,0z impair us any moze. Now 

lived 
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lived we as two bzothers in all kind of pꝛoſperity, and ko 
high hoiſed to the fep of bliſle that we little thought that any 
power had been able to caſt us down and depzive us of cur 
p2olent felicity. But atack we found the contrary by triall, 
and were compelled to acknowledge our errez by experfencs. 
Better had it been foz us with the carefull and wary Barts 
ner to conlider that an extraozdinarp calm, is token of ſome 
future tempelt ts come on the ſudden : foz then as he af ſuch 
times ſtriketh his ſails, and ſhunning the d2ngersus (eas, 
commendeth his bark te the ſecure haven; ſs we kozeſte ing 
the danger unto which we were ſubject in eur great pꝛoſperi⸗ 
ty, might have eſcaped the events which bꝛeught our adverſi⸗ 
ty. But ſeetng things paſt may be deploꝛed not recalled , and 
repented, not amended; J muſt needs ſay that we bought lad 
I-wift,at a dear pꝛice: as you ſhall underſtand by the lequell of 
this hiſtozy. But leeing I have not pet mentioned any thing 
concerning my kether, and the Captain my bzethers father, 
fince that they fled krom C:nqueni, at the time that we were 
bꝛought from thence to Naples, J mean firſt to let you know 
what luck they had in their flight, befoze J go any further in 
declar ing the ſucceſs we had, ſo ſecurely friumphing in the 
Court,after wo were delivered from ſo much miſfoztune and 
evill hapas fo2 atime we ſuffered, onsly by the malice of thoſe 
Exydtian villains which were ſubozned by foztune to ſhake 
the feundation of dur felicity, 

ULhen C:inqueni the place whence we were bꝛonght fo Na. 
ples, was by the ſouldiers ſent by the Ring to execute his waath 
on the inhabitants thereaf, pilled and ſpeiled, Coreandro my 
father thinking that J was dend ( fo2 he had heard that none 
in all the viliage were left alive neither men,wome,noz chil⸗ 
dzen, and he dis not knoiv that J Vas ſaved by a Captain and 
led unte Naples) theught to return home again to his coun⸗ 
tr ey, and there live among his kriends, ſeeing hee had no os 
ther comkoꝛt in che 921d, being by foztunes peſtilent hetred; 
berelt not of gods onelp, but of wife and child alſo. Anſomuch 
that he having reſolved ts return home to the place wo 
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birth took his way frem the ſaid village along the coaſts of ke 
taly towards Aragon, where after he had marched ene day,ths 
next moaning riſing betimes to take the advantage of col Au- 
rora, befoze Pratbhs rayes compelled the travellers to ſeek fog 
hadaw amidſt their journey, he paſſed threu3h a little ſhozt 
wood where he heard the other Coreapdro, the god taptain my 
L2cthers father, lament and bewail his hard ſoztune, in this 
manner. 

Ah Foztune, men paint ther ſtanding upon a Globe, a8 
thereby becyphering thy inconſtancy: which their opinion 
made me always deceive my ſelf with vitn hope, truſt ing that 
thou weuldeſt onte turn thy frowardneſſe into lovingneſs and 
thy frowus into kavozs. But J perceive thou haſt made choice 
cf me bp experience of mine owi miſeries and «dverſity, to 
8 m (elf againſt al mon in the defence, ſe ing that where 

they all generallp hold opinion, that theu art the very el⸗ 
fe nce of inconſtancp and mutabilitp, each one particularly cx- 
claiming upon the, and blaming thee foz thy lxting unſta⸗ 
blenelle; J in contrary manncr am fo2ced and conapelled to 
affirm againſt them all, that thon art not inconſtant oz unſta⸗ 
ble, but rather to much vonſtant perſiſting and ſtiff in the 
pur poſe, hard to be moved, ſtiſte⸗necked, continuing to the end, 
tough, and hard to be overcome. 

All which map be manifeſtly pꝛoved by the courſe of my 
like. by the adventures that by thy appointment have chanced 
and happened uuts me. which all of them have been ſo unhap⸗ 
pp, ſo infaztunate,and ſo unluckie, that it were a hard matter 
to judge which of them delerveth the ſuperiozity in name and 
title of infelicity. In all which my abverſities, thou haſt ſo con 
Tantly remained in thy gnvious and malicious frowardneſſe, 
that in this my latter michap thou halt not any whit deflected 
03 turned aſide from that cruelty which thou dideft uſe age inſt 
mi in all my other misfoztunes. What hall I then ſay:ſhall 
A call thee conſt ant becauſe J am fozced to (ay that thou art 
iuconſtant cz mutable ? Ao, no, conſtancy is to laudable a 
vertus te be attrtbuted te (uch a ſpightfull and hard-necked 
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Goddelſe. Thou art not conKant,becauſe not inconſtant, foꝛ y 
extremity which coꝛrupteth p vortus is as contrary to vertue 
as verfue to vice. Anlomuch that J cannot attribute unts ther 
p name ok conſtant, unleſle it be in envy, ſpight and cruelty, 
koꝛ ſo thou art ever, ⁊ in hatred, rancoz, malice doe ſt tou cõ⸗ 
t inue alwaie*, Thy delight is to ſie others qrieved, thy ſpozt 
to ſ& cthers ſpurned with th / kick of adverſity; thy play to ſee 
others painsdzthy pica'ure confiſfeth in plaguing them p im⸗ 
ploze thy help. Thou laug hett at them that weop fog their miſs 
haps to maps thee to pity, thou ſcoʒneſt the 5 honoz thee, than q 
mockeſt them that pꝛaiſe thee; thou veccrveſ& them that truls {| 
to thee;thou abuſeſt the:n that flatter thee, and them that del⸗ | 
pile thee, thou endeavoureſt to be revenged of them ; though i 
they sf all others leaſt care foz thy might, leaſt fear the power, 
t therefoze are leaſt injured by thes. Fret at them thou mays 
eſt and fene, (fare, and ſtamp, but hurt them thon canſt not, 
foz it paſſeth thy Deity to overthzew them that with true pa- 
tience. fozbearance and ſuffagance,ſhield and arm themſeldex 
againſt thy ſpight «nd ranco2s | 
Tyerefoze ſeeing that thoſe that invoke thee moſt religi⸗ 9 
oufly, are mo unriahtesuſly by thee injured ; that thoſe that il 
molt deſerve to be rewarded, are moſt puniſhed; and that theſe | 
that account moſt of thee, and think of thee maſt revercntly, 
| are moſt negleced,and molt villanoufly dealt withall by thee. 
I that have thus long moft ʒealoully made thy altar ſmoak, by 
reaſon of the incenſe which J have always from my cradle of/ [ 
fered unto thee, wil! and da now fozſake and leave thee, as i 
knowing at laſt, and acknowledging the errour and hereſie vil 
wherewith J have thus long been tnfeced.Yereafter ſhall nat fi 
Coreandro ſerve thee any moze, oꝛ offer thee ſacrifice, ſeeing bl 
| than haf not onely ſpoyled him of his goods and riches. buf 
alſo dspzived him firſt of his dear and well-beloved Delbia, 
and now at laſt of his dear ſon Philorenus, wham thou haſt ap⸗ 
pointed to be moſt barvarauſly killed and murthered ka his 
childhood, and left me alive to bewail and lament bis untime⸗ 1 
la death. ; q 
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My father hearing the latter end of the Captains plaints, 
marvelling what he might be that fo railed at foꝛtune koꝛ on 
other mans miſhap and miſchance; koz be having heard him 
repeat the inſucp which the had offered Corcanro, he thought 
he had meant of himicif,aud went info a certain thicket, where 
be ſaw the man that ſo blamed and erclaimed againſt Foztune 
fo; her ſevere and cruel dealings with Coreandto, in depziving 
him of his lawkull wife Delbia, and his welbeloved ſon Phi. 
lorenus: vut becauſe he knew him nat, noꝛ remembꝛed that he 
had ever ſcen him befoze that tims,marvelled greatly what he 
Gould vc, and how he came to know him and mee, foz he had 
heard him name both him and me. | 

 Uyerefoge after he had well loked on him, and th2oughly 
bchcld him, he ſpake nato him in this ozder. Sir, J pꝛap port 
not to be diſpleaſed with me fo2 pꝛelling ſo near you ſeeing the 
cauſe which moveth me thereanto, pzoceedeth not from mas 
lice, 02 intent to trouble oz injure you any way, but rather 
from love and affection, deſiring and wiſhing to comfozt o: 
pleaſure you accszding to my power, which by Foz*unes kro⸗ 
tpardneſſe is (0 impaired and weakened, that my god willis 
moꝛe to be regarded then my ability. J perceive by pour face 
and heavy countenance,that you have ſome cauſe to erclaim a- 
gainſt Foꝛtuns either fo2 your (elf, oz foꝛ ſome ofher. But by 
the way, J am moved by the remembzance of the gvd amity 
and great friendſhip which in times paſt heth been betwirt 
me and Corcandro {( whoſe miſhap in lofing his wife and ſon J 
heard 5 ſo pittifally to lament to be ſo bold as to ask you why 
Corcandros caſe ſo grieveth pou as that He bimſelf could not 
moe bewail his own misfozfune, oz be moze grieved thereat, 
then you are * 

The god Captain not knowing my father moze then he was 
known by my father,framed him this anſwer. God fir,though 
I bad had any occaſion (as I have had none) to be diſpleaſen 
at pour coming to me, pet by reaſon that you have been ſo well 
acquainted with Corcandto, as youſay, your coming unto me, 
gould not but havs been ſe welcome unto ms, that all W

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ure would quickly have been baniſhed and fozgotten. Foz the 
great love and affection which 4 bear unto that man, and did 

zar to his wife Delbia and his lon Philorenus, abovs all other 
creatures tn the wozld, is the cauſe that I (a lament and be⸗ 
watl his miſerable and pittifull miſh ip. Whersfoze lœ ing I 
have anſwered your queſtion, J pzay you tell me where you 
have been ſo acquaint ed with Corcandro? Where (quoth my 


father: tin Spain, in Aragon, in [caly at Cinqueni, and in every: 


place where Coreandro himſelk bath been, inſomuch that he 
was nowhere, but J was with him no; J any where but he 
was by me But 3 pꝛap you quoth iy bꝛothers father) do vou 
know him ik you (6: him: Should J not know him quothme 
father?) As well as my ſelf. Why then / quoth the Captain m 
bzothers father ) you know that Jam Coreand ro, do you not: 
Nay(quoth my father)rather da you know that Jam the man, 
Then 4 perceive ({a1d the other) that you came to mock with 
me, and ſa intreated me not ts be diſpleaſed with yan, intends 
ing to give me can'e of diſpleaſure befoze you meant to de⸗ 
part from me, Nay verily{(anſwered my kather) now J mark 
what the matter is; you knew that J was fo paſſe this way, 
and therefo:e yon came to this place to lament the miskoz⸗ 
tunes of Coreand:ro, to dzaw and entice me to come unto pou, 
and ſo to be mocked and laughed at. But know whatſoever 
thou art. that if thou bs (ſs favoured of foztune, that then chals 
lengeſt licence to ſcoſt at them that by foztunes ſpight are foz- 
ced to grisve foz their crofſe hap, thou maiſt ſo be puniſhed by 
the juſt jugement of the revenging Gods, that thou Halt be 
moved to ery peccavi tos late, and ta acknowledge thy affence, 
when it will be too late foz thee to repent. 

Tha good Captain hearing my father ſo earneſt, wilt not 
what he might think of the matter; but he began te remem⸗ 
ber, that his wives firſt husband was called Coreandro, and 
tha? he alſo had a ſon called Philorenus. But vecanſe he thought 
that he han been dead long ag o he could not think it ſhould bs 
he; eſpectally becauſe it ſesmed by him, how that ho had liver 
af Cinquemi, and that his ſon Philorenus (that is my ſelk ) fhould 
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have been killed of the ſame ſouldiers that had Nin his own 
{ons who was alſo called D hilorenus, foz the ſame reaſen vohich 
Zath already been fold pou. Foz it ſeemcd ſcarce credible to 
kim, that the other Corcandro and his ſun, whom he theught 
both to have been dead long ſince, ſhould have lived ſo nar 
him, and that he ſhould not have heard of him; pet he thought 
belt td et aſide all anger, that in caſe it were he, he might chun 
a'l occaſten of ſtrile and immoder e ſpeeches: and theres 
foꝛe though he ſaw my kather ſo hot, pet he nothing changed, 
ſpake thus cooly to him. Sir, J neither knew cf your coming 
by thts way noz ever ſaw pon oz knew pou befoze te my knows 
ledge, and therefoze the Gods punich me with their wzath if J 
tither ſcoff oꝛ mock with you but as J came from Cinqueni, 
being over⸗burthened with the ſo:row which J conceive fog 
the lofſe of my child, which was killed at the laid village by 
the barbarous fouldters, J entrcb into this grove, c was fozced 
hy the muliitude of my miſeries, and greatneſſe of my gricf to 
rail at that moſt cruel Geddeſle Foztune, who taketh delight 
fo aint her (elf with the overthꝛow ef moztal men. And was 
your ſon ( queth my father) called Piulorenus 2 Yea, that hs 
was ( quoth he.) And was pour wife (quoth my father) called 
Delbia 2 She was, anſwered he again, Uhy then quoth my 
father, i thou be Corcand:o, thy wife Delbia, and thy ſon Phi- 
Jorcaus, what chall J be with my Dclbia, and my Philorenus 5 
Fez if J am not Coreandro that had to wife Deibia, on whom 
A begot Philorenus naw maſſacred at Ginqueni heaven plague 
Me. 

The godd Knight hearing my father ſo ſolemnly pꝛoteſt 
chat be wes Corcandro,defired hun to make him ſome coptons 
and true relatien of his life, what he was, where he was bozn, 
in what place he was married, and by what foztune he was 
brought into Italy; and how that then he would ſafisfie him 
in all points, and ſo content and certifie him that hs ſheuld not 
anly know, that he did not jeſt noz mock with him but alſo cõ⸗ 
telle and acknowledge that bg had dery great reaſon to think 
Melt mocked of him. 

Mhere⸗ 
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TUhereupon my father very largely rehearſed unto hin;; 

the whole diſcourſe and hiffozy of his life, whereby the goon 
night knew that hee was that Co:candro whom bee thought 
had been dead, and therefoze hav married his wife Delbio by 
whom he had his ſon Philorenus. And peſently he told iy fas 
ther all whatſoever had hapned and chanced between my mo⸗ 
ther Delbia and him haw he ſaved her from the villanp which 
the Wing of Cafiile intended fo uſe againſt my mother, how he 
bꝛought her to her vill ige houle to look foz him, and not finv- 
ing him there, they went to the city Largonna to ſeek himtand 
how they afterwards underſfood of cerfainty that he was dead, 
as he could verifie and pꝛobe by divers of his wives friends 
at the City 1 argovra, 
Be ſides, he told my father in like manner, 5 coming out cf 
5 Cattle to eſcape the better, he called himſelf Cer andto And 
when he was come fozth,he being credibly infozmes of his 
death married Delbia and that he had within a pear after a ſon 
by her whom (he would have alſo named Philorenus in remem⸗ 
bꝛance of her firſt Philerenus, whom ſhe ſuppoſed to be dean. 
In a wazd, he left nothing untold. but let him know the cauſe 
of his wife my mothers death, with his voyage to Cinqueni,and 
all other things that hapned even till their meeting. 

My father greatly rejoyced at this diſconrſe partly fo2 that 
he heardſuch particularities of his wite, of whom what was 
become, he never had heard any certaintp, and partly alſo. be- 
canle he was disburthened of that heavie lo-d of falle ſuſpicts 
gn bꝛed in his bzeaſt by reaſon of the King of Caſtiles odieus 
pꝛoclamation made againſt my mother Delbia. Foz until the wil 
very hour that the god Right, the cther Coreandro mp bꝛo⸗ "A 
ther Phlorenus his father, had infezmed him of the true veri⸗ 6 
ty of all matters conte ning my mae ther Delbia, did he verily 
think and perſwade himſelf, thi my mother cf wentenneſle 
got ſecretly away from the Bing of Caſtiſe, not to ſeek him 
her husband, but fo run away ith the Knight, and lewdly to 1 
live with him, setting aſide and quit giving cver her kind iþ 
love, and amiable kindneſle which che was wont to pzofedic to | 

ner 
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der quondam dear husband. Amd therefoze now knowing the 
contrary, although he made erceding ſozrow to her death, yet 
the perſwaſton which reaſon by means of the god Knights 
trus and not diſlembled relation, had ingraft2d in his heart of 
ber lopaltp, did not a little comfazt him in this his üngulatr 
per plexitp, both foz the loſle of ſo god a wife, and ſo dear a ſon. 
And befides all this the company of ſo valiant and wozthy a 
night, and vertuous a perſon, in all points as little behold - 
ing to foztune koz pzoſperity as himſelf, ſœing they both la⸗ 
mented the dezth of one woman, nd elpectallp the pitifull 
miſhap of us their ſons (thinking that we were maſſacred at 
Cinquent) which were unto each of them molt pleaſant objects 
fo remember their Delbia our mother, and moſt ſure pawns 
and tokens ol her chaſt and loyal love towards them our fa- 
fhers)dtd bzeed him ſuch (ſolace, that he thanked the Gods fo; 
brit owing ſo much comkozt upon him in this his latter, and 
greateſt extremity. In like manner the good Knight Don Al- 
vares de Bazora, £f late Coreandro, pouring out fears incefſant- 
ly fo2 jep of his good hap in meeting ſo lnckily with my fas 
ther thought himſelf in ample manner behelding to the Gods 
fo; tht ſingular beneit; pꝛoteſting that he could not. being in 
that caſe,have wilhed koz a moe bleſted day thon that, wheres 
in he ſo happily met with my father-ZThus jepning in compa⸗ 
ny, they marched together towards the City of Targonna in 
Aragon,intending there to live and die together,enjoying sach 
others pꝛeſence, glad of each sthers company. having each of 
them loſt his ſon. Where J will leave them in this their 
ſourneę, and return to the reft of mine own koztunes, aud my 
dꝛothers daho now both of us were likted up fo high eſtate, and 
be pzoſperonſly lived in all kind of ſaveraign pleaſure, that 
we thought it as poſſible fo2 foztune to abaſe the greatneſſe of 
our weal, as foz us to impair the divine eſtate of the heavenly 
pawers.

ſon we were fozced to recall our minds from 
that hereſte.it may pleaſe pon, msſt excellent 1 
Pꝛinceſte and noble ſhepheards, to know, that If 
we (J mean my bzother and J) living in this | 
moſt happy eſtate, began by reaſon of our great 
leaſure, which the peaceable quietneſſe of the Neapolitan &⸗ 
fate yeelded us, ſo to give our ſelves to all kind of ſpozts and 
_ pleaſures, that we thought that day ill ſpent, wherein we had * 
not invented ſome new delight to pleaſure our Miſtreſles [| 
withal. Now we invented new kinds of dances, now ſtrange 
manners of Uaulting now rare Daſquss, now new deviſed 
Enter ludes, and in one wozd, all kind of kops that Italian 
wits had bzed in times paſt, we either alte res oz augmented ; 5 
wherein we uſed luch dexter ity, that we leemed to have been 
bozn to that purpoſe. But hzwſoever we behaved our ſelves 
therein we were ſo liked of all the Courtiers of beth ſeres, 
that our company was gratekull to all men, and ſhunned by ns 
man. The Ring the Queen, and Hyppolito the young Pzince, I 
ſo loved and favoured us, that they would not denie ns any 
thing that we could esk. And we, as we found our ſelves to 
be bzothers (having the ſame Name, Parents, Countrep, 
Shape, + foztime / ſo we ſwoze everlaſting friendſhip, and al- 
legtance one to another ko loving one the other, that though I 
know that it were impoſſible foz any man in the wozld ſo fo 
love any ene as J loved him pet am A fezced by the confidera- 
tion of his wonderfull deſerts towards me, and by the tryal 
which 4 have h d of his lopalty, to doubt whether my love oz 
bis were the greateſt. 4 
And 
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And becauſe we would in all things be alike, and depzibe 
che wczld of all means ts know and diſcern one of us from 
the other, we continually apparelled our ſclves alike, both in 
the ſame col our, fachion, and ozder. Inſomuch that it was hard 
fo2 the beſt diſcerning wit that the woꝛzld could bzing fo2th, to 
know the one from the other, oꝛ to find any difference between 
us. Uhich thing, as generally it froubled moſt of all the cour - 
tiers ſo particularly it was cauſe of Ceralillacs death, who(as 
A told yon befoze)bearing me god will and taking my bꝛether 
foz me, when ſhe cenveyed him out of pziſon and ſaved his 
like, and having loſt him in the wood, akterwards alſo delivers

Alter that he had ſs ſhuf up his complaint as if he had ſign, 
ed if with the ſeal of death, hu fell down on the ground, being 
unable to ſtand on his feet any longer, : there he lay ſtrugling 
as if ſoul and body would have parted, ſo Trong and vehement 
was the ping that pinched him. Inſomuch that although A 
was (oath to ſhew my ſel? vate himthere, le he ſhould know 
that J had heard and ſeen him pet compaſſion becomming 
maſter amongſt my aifectons, fog that he needes help in that 
caſe, fozced me to runne happilp to him to aid him. Wut 
he no ſoner eſpied me but leaped up again ſo ſuddenly that it 
J had not both ſeen and heard his fozmer ſcrikes and cries, Y 
would have ſurely been perſw2ded tyat he did but ſhow me a 
tumbling trick, and that he had been exrerciſing his body te 
ſome as of nimbleneſſe.

ſwallow:d them up, and his face which did as it were (win 
in tears ſeemed to d2ink up the moiſture af my comming, as 
the m:2ning dew vanitheth in the pzeſence of P!a2us, when 
he ſendeth his golden beams from his fiery thariot, to cheriſh 
the pleaſant fruits of the carthafter they have wept . by reas 
ſon of the dark coldneſle of the micthiefle night. Wherefoze 
I (ring that my bzotherly bzother was ſo loth to make me 
acqu.inted with his paſſiens,cnely becauſe he would not give 
ne vccaſton of grief, but kept it all to himſeik; J diſſembled 

a5 much as Jcculd, 1c lf J Gould by letting him knew whag 
I knew ,qutts diicomfozt him, and truly make him coms 
fc;tiefle. And although by realen of that which J knew of 
hum, pity cauſed luch grief in me fo2 his diſcomkozt and paſ- 
fon.te tozment, that A think if ge had not been in place, J 
unk tothe ground, koz a ſtronger foundatton to hold up 
um diſtracted bodp, oppreſſed and weighed down by the hea⸗ 
vinelle of paMng ſozrow, then iy legs, which ſ&med to ſhake 
like the pillors of a Church that is falling pet neverthelelle 
le that time, 3 plucked up my ſpirits and though not ſo wel 
abls as he, yet as wel as J could J diſtembled my paſlion, and 
anſwered him as cyearfully as pcſtbly Imight. entertaining 
him with luch talk as J thought meſt erpedient to cauſe 
him not to mild oubt ef any thing: Inſomuch that he neither 
theught that Jhad heard him, noz Knew that I felt the vain 
which he himlelk ſuffered, And «efter we had there warked 
an half haur oz thereabout we returned bcth of uz together to 
the Court. And as we pilſed by the Tounteſſs Verina's 
Garden, he e!pted the Counteſſe walking all alone, wheres

turn ts the Court, And ieaning on his window, he chanced 

to ſpie ſomething wzitten on the ccver⸗lid of his loking 

glalle, which he might ealſip do, by reaſon that J had wzitten 

with red ink the lid being of white ivozy. And £ taking it 0 
in his hand, he read the verſes which J had left there to peeld | 

a reaſon foʒ my ludden departure. But he being raviched in⸗ 9 

to admiration, and by «dmiratten led into aſtonichment fell 

in an extaſie. UWhich extaſte, he being by himſelf alone, and 

thercfoze B*p2tved of help, in uch a caie required had alm eſt 

b2:ucght him to his laſt home. Pet alter he had a long time 

lain in a trance, he came at laſt to himſzif again and then bes 

gan to cure and rail at feztune, foz de ling ſo partially with 

him in revealing thst unto me, the revealing of which cnclp 

could make him miſerable. Inſomuch that now he knew that 

which befe2e he not once miſtruſted, to wit that A the other 

mozning had in the wed heard him lament his ill foztune, 

 kbherebv J kiiew tht which J alſo never dꝛer med of concers 

ning hie loving of Autceia, But ſo grievanfly did he take my 

abſence, that all his body recerved the diſpoſition that is caus 

led by a diſquiet ſoul; and his face betame the very (abjen of 

ſozrow. his ccuntenance being monrnfall and his eys being 

grown ts be the very ſeats ef tears Inſcmuch thet whereas 

no man 6s vet could inſpect oʒ dzeam that I chonld be ſp gone

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36 J was, pet ſeeing him ſo wofully faſhioned, (fraightwars 
{tdgev that he could ot be ſo altered but upon ſuch a canſe + 
and whereas they chould have known that he was ſo diſtem⸗ 
pered by reaſon of my lo being gone, they confrartly knew of 
my being gone by reaſon that he (as ſo diſtempered. To be 
Hhozt he was ſo toztured ho the Butchers of Greece that he was 
almoft depzived of his wits and the uſe of his underſtanding: 
gud the rather, becanſe he was bzonght in doubtkull reſoluti⸗ 
an whether he ſhould leave Aueola and follow me oz leave 
me and comfozt Aurcola; left ranging after methzough un⸗ 
anown places, he ſhould both loſe me and himſelf alſo, Be 
cherekoze being dꝛawen now to this concluſton, now ts that, 
Hung in the air hovering between heaben and earth not knows 
ing whether he were beſt by flight reach to the one, oz by kal⸗ 
ling come to the other. So that his mind being thus ſuſpends 
d he pecpended the reaſons fog both parts, which were moſt 
fozcivte to perſwade him to the one oz the other; vet in ſuch oꝛ⸗ 
er, that neglecting fuily his own caſe. as one altogether cares 
leſs of his own welfare, he referred all matters to the effecting 
of that which ſcemed moſt erpedient and neceſſary to make 
ms hippy, and to wozk mp feltctty. Jn{3miuch, th at he began 
to conſider that if chance he ſhould Have left; Aurcola,and come 
mit himſelf to the labourſome ſeeking and uncertain finding 
of me the loving Sentlewoman might have taken tye abſence 
of us both ſo heavily, that ſhe might have thereby fallen into 
ſome deſperate ſickneſs. and perchance remedi'els, Mell 
(quoth he) put the caſe ſhould die, were it not better that che 
chould die, then that J chould ſuffer me brother to live in de⸗ 
(pair, £9 run round about the world, to carry hell with him 
wher elde ver he goeth, having his affectien like ſurtes and

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happy J! Nay my ſwert bzother,thzice unhappy thou. Foz no 
deubt if Aurcola ſhould die, the pain which thou wouldeſt ſul⸗ 
fain, the grief which weuld moleſt thy ſoul, and the tozment 
Which would ravich thee in the very gulph of ail vexation, 
Weuld ſo far in extremity paſs the anguiſh wherein thou now 
deeſt pine, thet it would be greater then the pain which cau⸗ 
leth the ſoul to de part krom the body, Why then J will rather 
remein by Aurcola, and ſo both ſave her like, thine and mins 
oon, though ſcarce mine own ſeeing that J ſhall ſcarce be able 
to live be being fibſent. And what Tit he think, nay what 
will all the waz but that 1 (fezſoeth) fo; love of my bzö 
ther, entertain his lobe and that 3 Co love him, that to ſhew mi 
love towards him, J muſt needs love his Ladp and ſo dekraud 
kim of that wherein his chiekeſt felicity conſiſteth; the jews! 
of his heart, the treaſure of his deſiren the object of his delight. 
the iuvſec of his concetts, the hold of his hope a the oncly and 
chief pillar af his life, and cauſe of his being, (wee Aurcola, 
woꝛthp to be all this unto him, he deſerving to be as much un⸗ 
to her, none of them both owing leſs one to the other. 

As he was thus quite turning from that mind to the other, 
and reſolving to leave all te follow me, the beams of Au co- 
lies beauty reverberating the window wherein he lay muſing 
What he might veſt do warned him, that that Dun was in the 
garden whole light was able to ſtrive with the Rays of PI- 
bus foz Fozce, ſœing that his beams may well ſhine upon nien, 
not in them; whereas p bzight lines that gliſter (rom the gol⸗ 
den kozehead of Aurcola did penetrate mens bodies, and chine, 
net upon them onelp, but alſo within them and thzough them. 
Be therekoze eſpying Aurcola walking in the garden alone, 

wept that he ſaw not me with her. ſaxing, O ſacred powers of 
heaven, let ing tha; peur Deities have been divinely wozchip⸗ 
ped by me ſince my Cradle why hate ve pœoz Philorcrus pour 
Servant ſo, that the fight which ought to be unt o his eys as 
gold fa the covetous man, is unto him as popſon to them that 
with to live long? Not fog that J take any diſgrace by the gra⸗ 
cions pzeſence of Aurcola, but _ my joy is eclipſed, wow 
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4 behold her without him by her, who ſeemed bon fo be inſe⸗ 
parably jopned with, her as white unto \ncw celd to ice and ta 
uſe a moze familiar com poriſon. as beauty to Aurcola. Yaving 
ſo ſaid as carried awap with a ſudden ſtrong gile of wind he 
haſted to the garden and having paſſed the cenrteſtes uſed tn 
ſalutation and greeting being asked fo2 mo fo2 ſhe knew him 
by reaſon of a ſecret token which wehen given to her orely tg 
biſcern hin from me and ie fremhim he up and told her all 
the matter concerning my luder departure, pet lo colouring 
the canſe thereof, that ſhe thought thet J was gone becanſe A 
deſpaired that ſhe ſheuld love him better then me.

Whereas if he had let her know the true ch uſc of 
my abſence, that J was gone to leave her to be his. ſhe might 
have been moved fo dildain me, which diſdein ſhould have 
nouriſhed the fire which was kindled in his beſt by the cfec- 
tion which (he boze him, and ſo might ſhe have allured him to 
to leave me in my pilgrimage, and enjoy ber to di{plecſc 
whom he did count it a ſacriledge, 

But ſhe conſtruing of the matter as my moſt carefull bzo⸗ 
ther and his t2otherlike carefulneſs enfoʒzmed ond being ſub» 
ject to that cuſtome which by nature is an uufeparable cem⸗ 
panion to the deſires of all wemen, J mean to with and covet 
that which ſeems molt impeſlible, and te long fc; ſuch things

O pe ſacred powers (called ſhe) that in heaven take care of 
us pœoꝛ moztals, who wholly de pend upon peur favour oz dis⸗ 
favoz, if ever my vows have ben acceptable unto you,and my 

efferings pleaſtig, let me now have you tender my caſe, and 
pity my cate. 

oz if I have not of wicked wantonneſs oz idle luſts fra⸗ 
med ſelf a fit ſubject foz love, and made my mind a Tennis⸗ 
court foz the kalls of fancy to be toſſed toandfroin it, but ra- 
ther have been conquered by the fozce of not to te reſiften 
love; then allow me ts love and maintain my love in ſpighe 
of Foztane. Let sur imperial power command the winds by 
their blaſts to guide my ſteps, and by my ſleps to baing my boy 
dy tv the bleſſed place that is made Happy by the excellent burs 
then of my vertucus Philorenus.

then take Chziſtal wings to yaur firie body, and flie though 
the air unto my ſcauls Philorenus, that as he (hill underſtand 
by your comming, Auiccl-, even po the is haſling towards 
him ſo J, wꝛetched J, (ne meſt gappy 4, if ever ſo foztunate 
as once again to behold him the paragon of vertue and ſcle obs 
ject of my conceits,following the light which environeth peur 
bodies, may be b2ounht unto him. even him. whcſe ſwerk (cif 
one ly is wozthy to be ſeught fer of Aureoia, Fiually chaſt and 
fatr Diana, thou that kneweſt the purity of my thoughts and

2tincipal feaf day in the moaning, where the hepheards and 
chepheardeſſes being in number many. gathered there by reas 
ſon of thefe ſalemnities, firT went all of them inta a temple 
dedicates ta Pan, where after they had mumbled A know net 
what kind of rural ſervice fo2 their paſtozal Gad, thep cams 
all ont again and fell a dauncing and ſingingzuntill ſneh time 
that Phwbus being raiſed to the full height of bis courſe, han- 
ging right over their heads, they were warned by the meſſen- 
gers that he ſent from Jis burning chartot , that they ſhould 
ſhun the heat of his fiery beams, under the rel of their barns 
thzowd themſelves from his ſcoxching rays There they fell 
to their meat and plied Bacchus and Ceres fo well, that in Au- 
reola's ppinton they might have held a ſecond feaſt the next day 
fo2 their honour, After they had ſufficientlp recreated oz res 
freſhed themlelves with all manner of delicates uſed in the 
ccuntrey, they hied fo the temple again, where paſſing the 
time as they had done in the mozuing, ſome kind of alternon 
cer emonios added, at length towards evening they returned 
to their dancing again. Where, in a fair green being wal⸗ 
led in, with moff Qately Cedars, peelding a moze then plea⸗ 
ſant adam bp reaſon that the Dun did caſt his beams libs⸗ 
rally againſt the ſides oi thele trees haſttng ta his Meſtern 
Taurt they met all together. The graſſe, was thick under 
foot, thick and Hozt, as gran as grenneſte it ſelf, and fo be⸗ 
firew?ed with all kinds and cel ours of ſmall flowers, that it 
ſ med cather a fytcloath laid there fo2 the Gods to paſte o- 
ver if with their divine kt, then a pavement foz hamely 
ſhepheards to track up and down in. Now over head were di⸗ 
vers long chains, made gf no other thing but flawers , — 
ningip 
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ningly twiffed and woven together, that the fight of th'm 
paſſcd the gallant Ivozy in ſhew , end ſeemed rather to be 
ropes of Rabies, Pearls, and Diamonde, and all other kind 
of Jems and precious Lapidaries; then lines knit of flowers. 
Theſe chains were croſle wiſe laid, one overthwarting the 
ether, being many ok them in number, and divers in ma⸗ 
king, and were kaſtened to the upper bzanches of th: tel Cc- 
dars that grew bout the ſame Paradice. 

In the middeſt and very centre of theſe lines and chains, 
hung by tha bzave chains wzoupht after the ſame manner, a 
mot gallant garland with a fair lawzel buſh hanging by ctie 
line under it, ſo artificially knit and fwiſted that both the gar? 
land and the bufh with the lines by which they were kaſtened, 
ſeemed to be wꝛought by the fine fingers cf Diana, and either 
caſt down from heaven unto them, oz bzonght thither by the 
nymphs of that Conntry, who had ſo beautificy that place 
fo2 the chepheards to ſolemni ze their feaſt day accozding to the 
iwozthinefCe and exceillencp thereof. The garland was to be 
taken off by him of the cnamonred ſhepheards that could ſay 
belt foz his love, and by him to be given tmfo her: and the laws 
rel bzanch was to be taken down by her of the loving ſheps 
beardeſſes that boꝛe away the pꝛaiſe of beſt daucing, and by 
her to ve pzeſented unto her ſweet -heart. Xn'omuch that Au- 
reola deſirous to ſ the pzocedings of the country youths in 
their ſhepheard : like paſtimes was aipecatoz amongſt them; 
though longer then the deltre che had to fv me could patient⸗ 
ly allow her, pet till the ſaw both their dancing and their un⸗ 
ging ended. There were about a dozen oz half a ſcoze of the 
moſt choices and ſelect (hepheardefſes of all that country and 
part ot Italy being daughters to the richeſt farmers therea⸗ 
baut, which maids being all heavenly deauty and contends 
ing fairnefſe,each purchaſing pzaiſe even with ſilence,amone 
them danted foz the lawzel buſh. Which light but to Aurco- 
la, yea and ts Aureola, ſabe when ſhe ſ&keth Philorenus, ſaid 
che when lhs rehearſed the ſum of her adventures) could not 
but habe been ſo velightfull and pleaſant , that if would have 

mars 
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nade them kozget themſelves, much moze their griek 02 (01- 
cow. 152Mdes,fhe remembzed that the maid that won the laws 
zel vas called Benedetta, daughter to the oly ſhepheard Roſſco, 
farmer to her ſiſter the CounteſTe Verina, and the gave it to a 
poung ſhepheard named Pardo, ſon to a rich and wealthy far- 
met of great credit, whole name Aurcola knew not.

The ſecond youth that was readp to ſay ſomething toz the 
winning of the garland,was called Porcio, and though he Ws 
not fatr skinned as the fozmer , pet in Avreola's epe deſerved 
4; much commendation fo2 comelinelle as he, peelding a moſt 
gracious ſight to their eys that beheld the making of his face, 
Theſe were his verſes which he ſung toa Citharen , uſed a- 
mong the ſhepheards of that country. And it ſeemed by the 
firangenefſe of the tune, that not onely that which he ſung but 
alſo that which he played was of his compoſing, having made 
both the matter and the mufick. 15y which means he was 
thought to be.ſomething well skilled in playing on his in⸗ 
ſtrument.

then ol wit, being moze pittikull then pithy,ſhe heurd them in 
lie manner with a mind molliſied with commiſeration, un⸗ 
willing to trouble her memozp with the remembꝛance ok the.

Pericroo marking the ſubtilty of the Dutcheſs, in taking 
hold of his woꝛds and going about fo canvas him that way,'es 
ing ſhe could not go thzough with her matter. which was te 
pꝛove, that no love could be too extream great, and that up- 
right love was not to be gnided oꝛ governed by reaſon ; he une 
willing te let her pet fo carry it away, made anſwer thus: Das 
ny things may be ſpoken which divers ways are ts ve under⸗ 
cd. Foz ſomefimes things pzoperly taken are impꝛoperlp 
applied to ſundzy purpoſes. And ſo when J ſaid, that love not 
not guided by re (on, was luſt; J under ſtod not luſt as it is 
zoperip taken fo the carnal defire.and libidineus cipidity of 
5 dlech, but rather fo2 the vice which is committed, by deäring 
that which ones affec.ons urge him to covet and ſg harkening 
to the lure of his paſſions, boweth his will to their beck and 
dzaweth 
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vzavſeth his will to will that which his affections wil: which 
may be and is tinpzoperiy called luſt alſo. Fo2 as pzeperty it 
is lo called by reaſon of the filthy defires of the flech, ſo impꝛo⸗ 
perly is it ſo alſo called, fe2 the deſire of ones paſſtons ond af- 
- fections; When one ſetteth aſide the ſeund perſwaſion cf ena - 
ſon, and applieth his will to follow that which his affections 
move him unto. And thus did I ſay, that all love not guided 
by reaſon was luſt, in that they that ſo love do not what reaſon 
willeth them, but what they liſt, and what the will of their af» 
fections as it were fozcet! them to do.
